WHAT BERLIN SELEGATES 
SAW IN MICHIGAN. 


Interesting Description of Their Visit 
toa Bay QOity Factory Proceas of 
Handling the Beets Described—What 
is Needed to Keepa Factory Running 


Below we publish a portion of the 
report submitted to Berlin Board of 
Trade recently by the members of 
ibe deputation sent o Bay City, 
Michigan, to inspeet the sugar fuc- 
tories there and to interview the 
growers of beets as to their opinion 
of the industry, the profits derived 
therefrom, and the methpds of cul- 
tivation. ‘The present artic’ % refers

We w-re informed 
that the factory had taken in 30s 
loads of beets on the Saturday pravi- 
ous. In addition to ths coatinuona 
siring of teams, carioadg of beets 
were arriving by railway. At the 
weigh house three chemists re sta- 
tloned, to test (he beets as they ar- 
rive. The farmers being in their 
beets in four monthly instalments, 
and are paid monthly: according to 
tho sugar value of their crop—$4.50 
being paid them for beets tésting 12 
per cent. saccharine, and 323 1-3 
cents for every polot over 12 ner 
cent. sugar. To protect themselves 
the farmers employ man at each 
factory to remain in thy weigh 
house and see that the testy are 
fairly made. For his services he re- 
ceives one cent a ton trom the deet 
growers.

Tho delegation ail admired the 
factory building, but their admira_ 
tions grew with every step from the 
eutrancy Into it until they reached 
the warehouse, where the sugar was 
being put up into bags and barrels, 
to tbe shipped te Chicago. ‘They fol- 
lowed ths beet fronr the tima it 
was floated Into the factory, through 
every stuge of manofacture, and an 
exclamation made by Mr  Wendall 
Shantz will Wustrate what all 
thought as they viewed the big, mns- 
sive machinery required and noted 
tho various processes of manufac- 
ture, He sald: “I wondered what 
tho Ontario Sugar Bet Co. was jro- 
ing to do with its $600,000, but it is 
clear to me now.” One fact may 

convey why sugar factories cost 
money. In the West Bay City fae. 
tory are tyyo ‘big sugar bollera, 
which contain numerous colls of cop- 
per and which cost $16,000 each. 


How Thisy Make Sugar. 


The farmer is the chief factor in 
the manntacture of beet sugar, but 
the process of inaking sugar com-

Tho receiving bins in the sheds aro 
built V shape, and underneath is the 
beet (ume or corduit through which 
flows warm water for floating the 
beets down to the reeciying tanks 
and washer at tha sugar house. 

Here the beets are tumbled around 
ubtil they are clean, and fron here 
they go intu the elevator which tak @ 
them to the upper storey, where they 
aro dumped into an aulomatic weigh 
er, which weighs the clean beets, and 
from there into the slicer. Tho slicer 
is round In shape, the knives, V shap- 
ed working in tho bottom and slic- 
ing tho beets into cossettes or long 
strips much resembling macaroni. 
These cossettes are carried by an 
endless belt tol tho diffusion cells. 
In an early day sugar was oxtracted 
by crushing and pressing the beets; 
at present, however, what is known 
as the diffusion process is unlyersally 
used, This sugar house has fourteen 
diffision cells. During this opera, 
tion the sughr passes through’ the 
eell membranes of ‘the beets into the 
water, which process igs known as 
“diffusion,” from which tha appar- 
atus derives its pame. The fresh wa- 
ter outers cell No. 4 and passes 
through tho entire number of filled 
cells in regular order. After somo 
{ima the slices in No: 1 ara entirely 
leached out, when IL is filled with 
fresh beets and the fresh water in- 
trodueed into cell No. 2, fcom whence 
it passes in regular order to cell 
No. 11, cell No. 1 being meanwhile 
emptied. , After No. 8 is exhausted 
iho water enters No. 4, and passes 
Into ccli No. 1, which has been refill- 
ed, and uow becomes tho last num- 
ber in the series. In this way the 
process continues indeflaltely. ‘The 
exhausted beets as they are dump- 
ed [rom the cells pasg oub of the 
factory to the dump, where they 
are known as beet pulp and nsad 
for stuck fe! The water extract- 
ed by the press gocs to wast The 
juiee that is drawn from tha battery 
js measured in tauks, and then 
pumped through heaters, and [rom 
here to the lime and Juice mixers 
and from hers it flows by gravily 
to the seven first carbonating tanks. 
At this time it is anything but imvit- 
ing in taste, smasli or appearance, 
This is due to the salts and organio 
Impurities which it contains. The 
amount of this forcign mattar in 
tho Juice is indicated by what is 
Known as the “coofficient” of pur- 
ity, and is au important consider- 
ation to manufacturers. ‘This co- 
efficient varies witht the nature of 
iho soils un which the beets are 
grown, but should not be Jess than 
SO, which means that 80 ver cent. 
of the solid matter contained in the 
julee is sugar. On the way to the 
carbonator from the diffusion’ calls 
tha juic2 passes through the liming: 
tanks where it is heated to the boil- 
ing point with slaked lime; which pre- 
cipitates a large portion of tha im- 
purities called scums. In the var- 
bonator ‘the lime, which hag fulfilled 
its purpose, is precipitated by the 
introduction of carbonic acid Bas, 
obtained from the lime kiln. From 
these carbonators the juice is pump- 
ed through the filter presses, which 
filters the lime carbonate and im- 
purities from the juice; then the 
Juice goes to the second carbonay 


tors for further purification, and 
these finish the elariiying of the 
juice. Fron here it Goes to the

point of interest for thc spectator 
in the sugar house. The massee aite 
is drawn froin the tanks inte the 
centrifugal when the machine is sat 
in motion and the molasses 1s 
thrown ont by centrifugal foree. 
Here you may sec the thick-brown 
mass turn into the finest of white 
Sugar before you can hardly realize 
the transformation. Tho sugar is 
washed here by steam, dumped into 
a eonyeyor and carried to the gran- 
ulotor, where It is thoroughly dried, 
all particles of dust removed, and 
from here ie drops through spouts 
into barrels or sacks and Is ready 
for the market. From the time the 
beet enters the sugar house until 
it has been transformed into mar- 
ketable sugar requires but sixteen 
hours.

DESIRE PROHIBITION 


Large Deputations Wait on the 
Ontario Government. 


ASK THE CABINET’S INTENTIONS 


Ropresontative Gathoring at the Parlia- 
moot Bulldings—Specches Made—Pre- 
mier Assures the Gathoring That 


the Government Will Give the 


Matter Earnest Consideration 


—Probibitionists Orzanize 


Toronto, Jan. 4.—The big recep- 
tion room in the Parliament build- 
ings was the scene yesterday morn- 
ing of the interview between the 
Government of Ontario and the com- 
bined deputation from the Dominion 
Alliance and the Ontario section of 
the Standing Committee on Temper- 
ance and Reform of the General Con- 
ference of the Methodist Church. The 
interview was brief, and has not 
advanced the discussion of the sub- 
ject, for the Premier stated to the 
deputation that the Government will 
give the subject their most careful 
consideration, he members of the 
deputation, for their Part, abstained 
from speaking at any length, simply 
asking the Government what their 
intention was. 

The interview took place shortly 
after the noon hour, the Premier 
and his colleagues entering the re- 
ception room in which the members 
of the deputation had already gath- 
ered. The Government were fully 
represented, those present being Hon. 
Geo. W. Ross, Hon. J. M. Gibson, 
Hon. J. R. Stratton, Hon. John 
Dryden, Hon. EB. J. Davis, Hon. 
Richard Warcourt and Hon. F. RB. 
Latehford. The joint deputation 
numbered some forty or fifty,among 
those present being Rev. Dr. Car- 
man, Rev. Dr. Chown, Rev. J. CG.

Rev. Dr. Carman opened the speak- 
ing, stating that the Methodist por- 
tion of the gathering were present, 
Pursuant to a resolution of the com- 
mittee appointed by the General Con- 
ference, to deal with the subject. 
He spoke of the organization adopt- 
ed by the church for dealing with 
this subject, and stated that he and 
his colleagues represented the Ontar- 
Io section of the committee. He then 
introduced Rey. Mr. Kettlewell. 

Rev. Mr. Kettlewell explained that 
the fact that the deputation expected 
to moet the Government in the Pre 
mier’s office had induced it to avoid 
coming in large numbers. The repre- 
sentation of the committee present 
Was, accordingly, sniall, but it was 
representative, containing, as it did, 
representatives of all the five Con- 
ferences in the Province. 

Dr. Brethour then read the resolu- 
tion passed on Dec. 9 by the Ontar- 
jo section of the Committee on Tem- 
perance and Reform of the Methodist 
General Conference, as follows: 

“Whereas the legislature of Ontario has 
declared In favor of the prohibition of the 
liquor traffic by memorlalizing the Domin- 
lon government to enact such legislation. 

“And whereas the electorate of the Proy- 
Ince, on two occasions, by very large major- 
Itles pronounced in fayor of prohibition 
4s the legal remedy for the evils of the 
drink traffic. 

“And whereas Sir Oliver Mowat, on Feb. 
6, 1894, declared hls government's adoption 
of the polley of probibition, in the fol- 
lowing words: ‘If the decision of the Privy 
Connell should be that the province has the 
Jurisdiction to pass a prohibltory lMquor 
law as to sale, I will introduce such a bill 
{n the following session, if I am at the 
head of the government. If the decision of 
the Prlyy Conmell is that the province has 
jurisdiction to pass only o partial prohibi-

government he would be a member of. 

“And whereas on Feb. 13, 1901, Hon. @. 
W. Ross, In reply to a deputation, stated 
that the government was always prepared 
to go as far as the law would allow, and 
hod not receded from iuat position; and a 
week later sald to a depatation represent. 
(ng the Methodist Church : “Yon know 
what our past record has been, what our 
Predecessors have agrecd to, and what te 
the general polley of the government vpon 
that question. That need not be repeated 
over and over agalu, because you know ex- 
octly where we stand. We stand where 
we always afd." 


“And whereas recent decision 
of the Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Connell has affirmed that a province 


has power to prohibit transactions In intoxt. 
eating Hquors for beverage purposes with. 
In Its own borders. 

“And whereas the prohibition of the 
Nquor traffe Is admlitedly the only right and 
effective legislative remedy for the evils 
of Intemperance.

COPYRIGHT QUESTION, 


A Toronto Deputation of Publishers Told 
Hon, David Mills Thoir Grievances— 
What tho Minister of Justico Said. 


Toronto, Jan. 3.—A deputation of 
the Wholesale Booksellers’ Section 
of the Board of Trade, Paper Mak- 
ers’ and Master Printers’ and Book- 
binders’ Association, waited upon 
the Hon. David Mills at the Walker 


‘Houso Thursday afternoon, with re- 


ference to the copyright question. 
Mr. Mills explained that he had 
recently met the Colonial Secretary 
of Great Britain in conjunction with 
several specialists who had dealt 
with the copyright question, and had 
discussed the situation of copyright 
in Great Britain ond her colonies 
with them. He put the present 
status of affairs in a nutshell by 
saying that Canada was being treat- 
ed as a part of the United States, 
as far as the copyright was concern- 
ed. he action of the British au- 
thors, he continued, and the ar- 
rangement between the United States 
and the British Government, sim- 
Ply meant, that books copyrighted in 


Great Britain and for sale in all 
parts of the British Empire by the 
American publishers, were set up 


in plates and then sent to England, 
Canada or other colonies to be 
printed. Thus the only workmen 
who derives a benefit from thia sys- 
tem is the pressmen and binders; all 
others connected with the trade gain 
neither direct nor indirect employ- 
ment. After the question had been 
discussed with Mr. Chamberlain, the 
Colonial Secretary,he (Chamberlain), 
suggested that the Canadian  pub- 
lishers should institute proceedings 
against outside publishers and make 
a test case to determine their right 


to publish the books to be sold in !

DEATH OF A JURIST

JUDGE GWYNNE DIES AT OTTAWA 


A Blan of Dignifled But Affuble Manners 
Whose Demise Will Be Greatly Rezret- 


ted—Signor Miarconi’s flans—No

Ottawa, Jan. 7. — Mr. Justice 
Gwynne of the Supreme Court died 
al 12.45 this morning. The deceased 
gentleman was in good health until 
about up to a furtnight ago, when 
he was obliged to take to his bed. 
He was attended by Dr. R. W. Pow- 
ell, one of the most skillful practi- 
tioners at the capital, but at his 
advanced age, he being in his 88th 
year, recuperative power was lacking 
This morning Judge Gwynne was 
pronounced to be very low, and as 
the day wore on he gradually sank, 
and passed away at the hour stated. 
The late Judge Gwynne was quite 
energetic, despite his extreme age, 
and occupied his usual place on the 
bench of the Supreme Court during 
the last term, which concluded late 
in November lust. His mind was 
bright and octive, and his thorough 
knowledge of law and great experi- 
ence rendered him: one of the most 
valued members of the highest court 
in Canada. He was a man of digni- 
fied but affable manners, and his de- 
mise will be deeply regretted.

The bill declares that all Chinese, 
other than citize of the United 
States under the present treaty with 
China, shall be refused admission and 
returned to the country whence they 
came at the expense of the  trans- 
portation company bringing them. 

The only Chinese person permit- 
ted to enter the United States un- 
der the act are those who have be- 
come citizens by birth and natural- 
ization, and officials of the Chinese 
Government, teachers, students,mer- 
chants, travelers for pleasure or 
curiosity, returning laborers, who 
must have certificate, or domiciled 
merchants. No Chinese, except di- 
plomatic or consular officers, are al- 
lowed to enter the United States at 
any other ports than San Francisco, 
Port Townsend, Washington, Port- 
land, Oregon; Boston, New ~ York, 
New Orleans, Honolulu, San Juan 
and Manilla. Ports may be de 
signated on the Canadian or Mexican 
boundary after contracts have been 
made with transportation lines to 
comply with the act. 

Provision is made for the registra- 
tion of all Chinese now in the Un- 
ited States to be completed with- 
in six months after the passage of 
the act. All registered Chinese 
shall have a certificate, with photo- 
graph attached, and those without 
certificates at the end of six months 
ahall ba deported

TRE MICHIGAN BEET 

SUGAR INDUSTRY. 

It Corroborates the Impressions of 
Messrz. Channon and Ellis, of the 
Delegation From Victoria Co, 
Your committee appointed te make 

investigation re sugar beet raising 

and ihe mapufacture of sugar there- 
from, beg to report as follows; 

Tho committee spent two days in 
Bay City and Saginaw, Mich., where 
three refineries are now in opera- 
tion. Tayo more will be ready to 
start operation on the Ist of No- 
vember, and auother is under con- 
tract to bo ready next year. These 
six refineries will be within a ra-li- 
us of 18 miles and their total cost 
will be over $3,000,000.00. Th2 in- 
yesting of this large amount of 
money shows that investors have 
great confidence in the permanence 
of the enterprise. 

We were shown through three of 
the refineries, and shown every pro- 
cess of manufacture, and we feel 
ourscives indebted to the officials of 
the institutious for the courteous 
treatment they extended to us, and 
for the trouble they took to explain 
the matter In every detail. 

The farmers deliver their beets in 
large waggons, holding about two 
tons cach Every load is weighed, 
and samples taken therefrom ta de- 
termine what percentage of sugur 
each load will produce and what 
nmonnt is to be deductei for tare 
dirt, ete. The farmers interests are 
looked after by a, man appcinted by 
themselves. ln the weighing house, 
and f compensation. the farmer 
ig taxed 1 per cent per load or ton, 

We find,ppov interviewing the far- 
mers thit they have no trouble with 
the various companies, but fee) that 
they ar2 always treated fairly. We 
learm that when the farmer once 
commences to raise beets, that he 
never stopa, but on the contrary, hin 
puts in more acreage cach year. As 
the profits are so large, he finds the 
raising of beets much more profit- 
ablo than wheat, oats or barley, or 
any other farm product, and he is 
paid in cash at’ the dnd of each 
pronth. 

A number of farmers when inter- 
viewed estimated that it cost them 
to $30 per acre to raise the 
bects, after counting a fair) wage 
for themselves, and the yield is from 
$62 to $75 per sere, thus leaving 
them from $82 to, $45 per aere net 
profit. We have the above state- 
ment confirmed by various mer- 
chants, who bave raised from 10 to 
100 acres, hiring all the work done, 
and (he profils were from $80 to 345 
per acre. 

We met a Mr? Gilbert, who 
1,100 acres of rented Jand this year, 
and he has reuted £,300 acres for 
uext year. He speaks in the hish- 
est terms of the industry, and the 
fair and honorable way in which 
{he companics deal with the farmers. 

‘The farmers are pald $1.50 per 
ion for the beets that show 12) per 
cent. sugar atid 33 1-3 cents per too 
ls added for each percentage above 
12 per cent.; thus showing that a 
yield of 15 per cent. sugar would 
make the price $5.50 per ton, less 
1 per cent. to 5 per, cent. for dirt, 

The rofineries deduct 33 1-3 
ts per ton for all bects thiat aver- 
under 12 per cent. sugar. Tho 
averago yield, we find to be about 
15 tons per acre. Some farmers run 
up as high ag 18 and others go as 
low oa 12 tons. The highest’ per- 
centage Is produced on the best land, 
and where the beets are looked af- 
ter carefully, and the weeds kept 
down. The welgh master said he

ly a large profit is realized. It is 
unprofitable to use tho ground two 
years In succession; while the per- 
centage of sugar iv just as groat 
the second and third year, the beets 
aro smaller and less tons per acre. 
We find that it doos not injure the 
bects to be frozen and the refineries 
do not object to frozen beets, if 
they aro not allowed to thaw out. 

The farmers are allowed to take 
away the pulp for feeding’ purpose: 
and the refuse line for fertilizing, 
The farmers in Michigan have not 
availed themselves of the above op- 
portupitiey as far as the pulp is 
concerned, because they (have po 
eattle to fatten, bul most of our 
Waterloo county farmers would 
baye. ‘The process of keeping this 
pulp during this jwinter, and the 
fecding of it, is explained in! a pa- 
per called “The Michigan Sugyr 
Best,” a weekly paper at $1 per 
year, which vould keep farmers 
{horoughly posted on the sugar beet 
question. 

We find that the price of farm 
land has risen 40 por cent. in Bay 
county In the last four years. "There 
nre many eases on recerd, where 
the advances have been! over 100 
per cent. and we talked withl one 
farmer who bought bia land eight 
years ago at $25 pox acre, and last 
year he was offered $75 per nere 
for it. ‘his shows a, total 
of 200 per cent. since he purchased 
(ho farm. Ho attributes the ad- 
yanes sololy to the raising of sugar 
beets, which has been very profit- 
uble for him. 

Tt is profitblo for farmors tiv- 
ing a long distance from refineries 
to raise beets, and ship them by7 
rail. We Interviewed a number of 
farmers who were haullug from 10 
to 16 milo. N 

The cultivation of bects is casily 
learned, and to the farmers of Wa- 
terlon county, who are accustomed 
ising roots, it would present 
oo difficulties. We find ithhit the 
farmers jn and nepr Bay county 
were lumbermen, and when the lum- 
ber industry ceased toi be profitable 
they took to farming, and, conse- 
quently, thoy are not experi- 
enced farmers. The sugar best in- 
dustry has bean of Inestimable pro- 
fit to Bay City, and the cilics where 
(he refineries are located. Large 
vefineries pay out $500,000 or more 
each year. There is plenty of work 
for tha poor classes in the bert 
fields, and good wages are paid. 
Even boys and girls from 10 yrers 
ap make good. wages, and are look- 
ed upon as very desirable help. 
Haying plenty of work during the 
summer, tbe poor classes are bnild- 
ing their homes aud paying off the 
mortgages on their homes, and the 
laboring classes, and such mechanics 
as carpenters, bricklayers, stone- 
masons and painters, ure kept stead- 
ily working from November enti) 
february or March in the efincries, 
after thelr outdoor work is through 
in the fall. This makes the location 
of beet sugar factories most pro- 
fitable, in or near a city, and of last- 
Ing benefit to the mechanics, and 
it is am industry which. will con- 
stantly increase in importance. 

The farmers in Bay county, Mich.; 
have not as yet subseribed stock in 
the companies, but the farmer. is al- | 
ways alive to his best interest, and 
they are now building a large re- 
finery which will be in operation by 
November 1st. 

The buildings of the refineries are 
absolutely fire-proof, and are very 
extensive. The plant and machinery 
are yery extensive, and consequently 
cost a large amount of mousy to 
erect. The estimated cost of a, G00 
ton per day plant is from $550,009 
to $600,000. 

The refineries are all doing well, 
with the oxception of one—in a fruit 
Growing district. The frutt crop was 
poor one year, and the farmers took 
up sugar beet raising, but the next 
year wae a fruit year, anil the prices 
were good, and having their fruit 
trees to look after they stopped rais- 
ing beets. However the shutting 
down of this refinery. ls only looked 
upon as being temporary. 

We recommend that the town use 
their utwost endqavers to have a

Famous Scots Greys. 


London, Jan. 7.—The Royal Scots 
Greys, who were recently ambushed 
by the Boers, is the popular name of 
the Second Dragoons, acquired from 
the custom of mounting the regiment 
on gray troop horses. The baitie 
honors borne by the regiment begin 
with Blenheim, where it served with 
the Duke of Marlborough.

AOCIDENTS AT HALIFAX. 


Lt, Woodside and 1 MeLennan Prob- 
ably Yataljy Injured. 


Halifax, Jan. 7.—There were a 
number of casualties at the Bxhibi- 
tion Grounds yesterday afternoon. 
Several officers and men of the Sec- 
ond Canadian Mounted Rifles were 
thrown from their horses and two of 
them re¢eived scrious injuries. 

Lieut. Woodsides of Dawson 
who was the Canadian census 
missioner in the Yukon, was thrown 
from his horse and had his _ skull 
fractured. He is at the Military 
Hospital. Up to a late hour last 
night he had not regained conscious- 
ness, and fears are entertained for 
his recovery. 

Lieut. Richards, formerly of 
Strathcona’s Horse, and Lieut. 
Lambkin of Quebec, were also thrown 
from their horses, receiving slight 
injuries. 

Trooper McLennan of Kingston, 
Ont., was thrown violently from his 
horse and his skull was fractured. 
The doctors hold out little hope for 
his recovery.

MURDERS OF NATIVES. 


Farmer Shoots One Whom He Accuses of 
Supplying Cattle. 


London, Jan. 7.—A special state 
ment from Lord Kitchener specifying 
several cases of shooting of natives 
by the Boers was issued from the 
War Office last night. 

On Monday, Oct. 15, 1900, Party 
of Boers came to Houtkop,about six 
miles northwest of Vereeniging. One 
of them, a farmer well known to 
the natives in the kraal, fired at 
and killed a native called Jacob, 
whom he accused of supplying cat- 
tle to the British forces. 

At the same time another Boer, 
Phanie Cronje by name, proceeded to 
the house of a native, Johannes, 
whom he shot’ dead in the presence 
of both his sons as he came out- 
Side. 

In November or December, 1900, a 


certain number of wagons belong- 
ing to a convoy procceding froin 
Pretoria to Rustenburg were cap- 


tured by the enemy. A native dri- 
ver of one of the wagons appears to 
have been rolled up in a buck gail 
by two men called Willem Barnard 
and Jan. Van Rensburg; bags of 
oats were piled on the top pf the 
sail. These were then sprinkled 
with parafiin, and the whole set on 
fire. The witnesses in this case are 
all natives from Kimberley. 

The total number of natives re- 
Ported murdered is thirty-seven. De 
tails not yet to hand. 

Wasutos and the War. 

Pietermaritzburg, Jan. 6— Sir 
Godfrey Lagden, British resident in 
Zululand, is here discussing the na- 
tive labor question with the Govern- 
ment, with particular reference to 
the excessive wages paid by the mili- 
tary in the Transvaal and else- 
where. The Basutos, says Sir God- 
firey, have watched the latter Stages 
of the war in a manner, and, con- 
vinced as they now are of the over- 
whelming power of Great Britain,are 
regarding the struggle being fought 
out as a test of our endurance and 
determination. The moral effect of 
the great campaign, which has been 
carried on under iheir eyes, will be 
complete only when they see the last 
commando driven from the 
field.

Kingston, Jan. 7.—1 rincipal Grant 
was able to address the students of 
Queen’s last evening in the Convoca- 
tion Hall.

They could give mil- 
lions in bonuses and for public pol- 
icy, but none to aid a land giving 
its best blood and treasure to win 
a goodly victory. The - Empire, 
he held, must be practically as well 
as nominally united. The principal 
rejoiced over the Presbyterian un- 
jon, and looked for an organized 
church of Canada, embracing all dj 
nominations.

Tho Police Commissioners are ap- 
pointed by virlue of section 451 of

by that section and tho succeeding 
section, as far as section 499. They 
consist of the County Judge, the 
Police Magistrate and the Mayor. 
There is no salary or emolument 
attached to the office, their ser- 
vices being given gratuitously ; the 
Judge and Police Magistrate are not 
eligible for any municipal position, 
that is they cannot be elected either 
as Mayor or Aldermen, and they are 
conseqvently wholly removed from 
any interest in municipal politics and 
unlikely to be Influenced by what 
is known as municipal pull.

MARCONI'S NEW YEAR 


Attended Lord Minto’s Levee and 
Called on Mgr. Falconio 


FIRST MEETING WITH PREMIER 


Sir Wilfrid Laurier Welcomed the Dis- 
tingulsed Inventor to Canada—Pro- 

Jet te Establish Station on Sable 
Island, to Warn Ocean Vessels 
Off This Dangerous spot— 


Other Plans. 


Ottawa, Jan. 2.—Signor Marconi 
spent New Year's in the capital, 
chiefly in fulfilling its social obliga- 
tions. In the morning he attended 
the levee of his Excellency the Gov- 
ernor-Gencral, and later In tho day 
called upon his distinguished 
countryman, Mgr. Falconlo, the 
papal delegate. Last evening he 
dined at Stadacona Hall, as the 


guest of the hospitable Minister of 
Militia, Hon. F. W. Borden. i 
SIR WILPRID’S WELCOME. 
Yhe Premier Welcomes Chevalier Mare 
coni to Dominion of Canada. 
Ottawa, Jan. 2.—Signor Marconi 


had‘ his first inceting with the Pre- , 


tier of Canada at luncheon in the 
Rideau Club on Tugsday, when both 
were the guests of Hon. W. S. Field- 
ing, Minister of Finance. Other Ca- 
binet Ministers were present, also 
Sir Sandford Pleming, the 
of the Pacific cable, and Sir Thomas 
Shaughnessy, President of the 
Canadian Pacific Railroad. The 
Premier welcomed the inventor to 
Canada, and assured him of every 
assistance which it might be in the 
power of the Government to afford 
him. 

Mr. Tarte, the Minister of Public 
Works, whose department has con- 
trol of the coast telegraph system, 
consulted Mr. Marconi about the es- 
tablishment of wircless stations on 
Prince Edward Island and the main- 
land of Nova Scotia or New Bruns- 
wick, so that communication may 
be maintained across the Northum- 
berland Strait independently of the 
existing cable which is under  con- 
trol of the Anglo-American Company 
under a charter somewhat similar te 
the franchise which enabled the com- 
pany to interfere with the wireless 
experiments in Nowfoundland. Mr. 
Marconi is understood to have en- 
tered heartily into Mr. Tarte’s 
scheme. 

Meantime, Mr. Marconi is greatly 
impressed with the situation of 
Sable Island as a site for a station 
to communicate with his wireless es- 
tablishment on the cost of Corn- 
wall. At the Marine Department he 
talked with the deputy minister and 
chief engineer upon the subject, and 
the inventor was pleased to see 
by the great circle track which Col. 
Anderson plotted for him on a North 
Atlantic Admiralty chart that a dir- 
ect line between Sable Island and 
the Cornwall coast passes well out 
to seaward of the Avalon 
peninsula of Newfoundland. He had 
been of the impression that no sta- 
tion could be had north of Cape Hat- 
teras which would ensure perfect im- 
munity from intercepting currents 
from Newfoundland. 

Photographs of many places on the 
sandy islet, so long Imown as_ the 
“Graveyard of the Atlantic,’’? were 
shown to Mr. Murconi by Col. Gour- 
deau, who visited the island last 
summer and was able to give the in- 
ventor much valuable information in 
regard to it. Mr. Marconi was anx- 
ious to know if there was any possi- 
bility of interference on the part of 
the vested interests on Sable Island. 

The deputy minister reassured him 
on that point. ‘The Government,” 
he said, ‘‘owns the island, and the 
only telegraph line on it, and allows 
nobody to land there without per 
mission. It is in charge of a govern- 
or, but if you like we will make you 
king.’” 

Mr. Marconi did not think that the 
distance of the island from the main- 
land, 85 miles, or the fact that it is 
not connected as yet; by cable, were 
Berlous oODjJections to WS seiection as 
a site for one more of his wireless 
installations. He said that commun- 
ication could as well be made with 
the adjacent coast of Nova Scotia by 
the wireless system, and in any event 
it might be made a repeating station 
for the trans-Atlantic wireless tele- 
graphy. 

It need surprise nobody, therefore, 
if, a8 a result of Signor Marconi’s 
visit to the Department of Marine, 
Sable Island, the scene of so many 
shipwrecks,.is chosen as a station 
for transmitting warning signals to 
the throng of steamers that continu- 
ally cross and recross the Atlantic 
within a comparatively short dis- 
tance of its treacherous shores. The 
application of the Marconi system to 
the determination of distances from 
a sending station has not yet been 
atlempted upon a practical scale. 
At present it is not possible to as- 
certain the exact position of a ship 
in communication with a station at 
a greater distance than two miles. 
But considering what bas been done 
with wireless telegraphy during the 
past six weeks, it is easy to believe 
that before long it will be possible 
to warn ships of their exact. distance 
from any point of land, while they 
are still many miles out to sen.

Thirty Men For Second Mounted Rifles

Toronto, Dec. 27.—The departure 
of Toronto’s second quota of the 2nd 
Mounted Rifles for service in South 
Africa was unmarked by any de- 
monstration whatever. The boys 
who have volunteered to give the 
Boers a brush were not even honored 
with a hurrah. Twenty-eight men 
and two corporals, thirty in all, in ~ 
charge of Col. Otter and Lieut.

C.R. A special car was provided 
for them. Pte. Earl Bates and 
Sergt.

Banking Statistics. 


At the close of the fiscal year the 
balance at the credit of the deposi- 
tors in the Government and Post- 
office savings banks amounted to 
$56,048,957.06, an increase of $2,- 
899,234.66 over the balance held on 
June 30, 1900; part of this increase, 
$1,589,761.05, represents interest 
added to the various accounts, and 
the remainder, $1,309,473.61, the 
excess of receipts over withdrawals. 
Dominion notes to the amount of 
$27,671,452.05 were outstanding on 
June 30, 1901, as against $26,094,- 
923.52 on June 30 of the previous 
year, or an increase of $1,576,528.- 
53. The increasing volume of ‘the 
Dominion, the Deputy Minister of 
Finance says, is doubtless the princi- 
pal cause of this expansion of the 
circulation, but a part of it is ap- 
parently attributable to the fact that 
the chartered banks are approaching 
the limit of the circulation allowed 
by the terms of the bank act, and 
are using Dominion issues where or- 
dinarily their own notes would be 
employed.

The Speech of Premier Ross at 
the Plunkett Banquet. 


CANADA'S ATTITUDE TO IRELAND 


Canadian People Opposed to the Separ- 
Unitea 
Would Make 
Not a United Kingdom Only 

but a United Empire —Con- 


ation of Ireland From the 


Kingdom—How He 


federation u Success. 


Toronto, Dec. 30. — Right Hon, 
Horace Plunkett, ex-M.P., who was 
defeated by ‘‘Col.”’ Lynch of pro- 


Boer fame in the celebrated Galway 
elections, arrived in Toronto Satur- 
day morning. Mr. Plunkett, came to 
Toronto at the invitation of the 
National Club, before whom he de- 
livered an interesting address the 
Samo evening, on the social and 
economic affairs of Ireland. 

In response to the toast, “Imperial 
Unity,’’ Hon. G. W. Ross and Col. 


Denison both spoke in strong fash- 
ion in support of this idea. 
Canada's Attitude, 

Hon. G. W. Ross closed a great 


speech with these ringing, forceful 
words: “There is this to be said 
in connection with the problem. In 
Canada the universal feeling is, and 
I think I voice the opinion of the 
People, that no form of home rule 
that involves directly, in fact or by 
implication, the separation of Ire- 
land from the United Kingdom would 
be tolerated in this country. (Ap- 
Plause.) In Canada we think that 
not only should the union between 
them be a political union, but that 
it should also be a union of heart 
and sympathy. Yet I think it is 
in the minds of a great many that 
it should be within the wit of man, 
to use Mr. Gladstone's expression, to 
devise some means whereby Ireland 
may be_reconciled to her present 
Position. Am I right in saying 
that Ireland would accept nothing 
but complete separation? If that 
be the ultimatum of the Irish Peo- 
ple, then I would say Ireland can 
never have it.’’ (Applause.) 
A United 
Referring again directly to 
Irish question, he said: “Looking 
at it from this distance, what if 
‘they restored to old Scotland her 
Parliament, with local powers; to 
Ireland per parliament, and gave to 
England what she never had before, 
a@ local parliament, and Wales, too, 
for that matter? Then, what if 
they devised, for surely they have 
the genius—English statesmanship is 
highest in rank and character in the 


Empire. 


the 


world—a central government, in 
which also all the colonies of the 
empire would be represented, and, 


therefore throw on the canvas not a 
united kingdom alone but a united 
empire?’ Lord Rosebery ina  re- 
cent speech, he continued, had said 


that confederation of the empire 
would come as surely as anything 
under the sun. Canadians agreed 


to that so long as it came to them 
in such a way that their liberties 
would not be abridged or their con- 
stitutional rights curtailed. Ireland 
would then have ihe control of her 
own local affairs, Canada and the 
other colonies would not lose any of 
their constitutional privileges. All 
would look to the empire not as 
governing them, but they governing 
themselves through that great Im- 
Perial Parliament, and thus presery- 
ing the dearest right of all English- 
speaking peoples, the right of self- 
government. (Applause.) 
Confederation a Success. 


@ success. He did not say that 
without that confederation England 
would fall. He did feel sure, how- 
ever, that the true solution of tho 
Imperial problem, if England Was 
to keep in the van of natiens,would 
be found when she reached out her 
hands to the colonies and said she 
was no longer England isolated,but 
a worldwide power connected vitally 
in every latitude and meridian with 
her people, and every kindred and 
race under the sun. In concluding 
he said that Canada wanted popula- 
tion of the right material and the 
capital of the old land. He referr- 
ed to the Hon. Mr. Chamberlain as 
the best Colonial Secretary Britain 
ever had, a man who more than any 
other thoroughly appreciated the 
idea of Imperial unity, and had 
done all in his power to foster it, 
and asked Mr. Plunkett to assure 
him that in whatever emergency 
might arlse, Canadians could be 
depended upon to do their duty to 
the empire and maintain its honor 
at any price. (Loud and long-con- 
tinued applause.) 

! Since his arrival in America, dur- 
ing the early part of the month, he 
has been looking after his business 
interests in Nebraska and Wyoming. 
He intends sailing again for Liver- 
pool on Tuesday.

or beyer with this matter of the sel- 
ection of muricipal representatives 
for the coming twelve months. Tne 
opportunity ¥ here and must be 
grasped. He did not know that he 
should apolegize for taking such a 
sub. We realize something of the 
difficulties and worries and  per- 
haps temptations which surround the 
positions of Mayor and Aldermen. 
In aretent issue of the Nineteenth 
iG ury Magazine a well-known 
writer, after referring to Canada as 
@ vigorous young nation, with 
shrewd statesmen, an expandiug 
commerce and immense natural ad- 
vantages, said the graat lacs isa 
high standard of public morality. 
The charge was undoubtedly true 
—a species of moral Jaxity seems to 
surround almost every question in- 
to which politics enter. 

Fortunately there is no applica- 
tion of party polities to municipal 
elections. That is ona of the things 
that save us [rom tha evils of ex- 
iremeo partisanship. In the selection 
of municipal representatives, at 
any rate, we niust ask ourselves how 
we shali discriminate between the 
policy and the wan. We should not 
allow ourselves to be influenced sole- 
ly by pr. a-nt circumstarces, as many 
thinge will come up during the year 
for settlemert that are now not 
thought of. He had never! refrained 
from pointing out to his hearers 
their moral duty aa citizens In con- 
nection with the selection of a,Coun- 
cil. There might be in thisinstance 
also things in the background, but 
so far he was not able, from what 
had been made public, to say there 
ans great moral issue involved. 
This left himfree to refer only 
to the personnel of the men the rate- 
payers should sclect as their repre- 
sentatives. This he would do under 
(bree headings: 

dst.—What stamp of a man should 
bo eligible 2 On the face of it every 
citizen possessel of the necessary 
property aualification had a right 
to bo a candidate. However, it js 
rov so much a matter of right as of 
wiston. A man may properly be de- 
barred frony office by ill-health, lack 
of leisure, deficient education. and 
for variouk other causes. Modesty 
and humUity are valuably assets in 
public affairs as in the church. The 
Apostis Ponl says, “I speak to yon 
as to wise men.” A citizen should 
know that he possesses mental and 
edncational qualifications before he 
perinits himself to be nominated for 
tho Council. Some men understand 
public affairs fairly well, there are 
others who donot. Hoe once knew a 
former—a mau of great natural 
rgagacity—who was clected reeye, 
was sent to the Cornty Council, and 
in time was nominated for the ler- 
islature bot who refused on the 
ground that he was rot sufficiently 
well educated for the position. In 
all other respects that man was 
well qualified. If he (the speaker) 
asked no eltizen to taka the position 
of bank manager, to run onc of the 
town sanv-mills, or to occupy his pul- 
pil for a time, we would at once re- 
fuse on th ground that he waa not 
capable of filling tho position, but

in sslel cuime up before him, what 
course would ho take. If he doubted 
his ability (ol forget his friond 
the sake of duty, then he should hold 
back from temptation, Thy man of 
good ideas and principles who had 
been rejected, and the man who 
had incurred censure whilo striving 
to serve the public, should derive 
consolation from the Knusplodge that 
they hact striven tol do their duty 
—their motives should sustain them, 
Some men sid they had not time, to 


devots to the public service, yet 
business mon with large Interests 
found Jelsure for other things. it 


was better lo refuse office, however, 
than to accepl and loave the work 
to fall on! other shoulders, What 
sort of man should offer! for Coun- 
cil? Hr shoall bo a representative 
man, and the Council might bo made 
up for a pumber of mer standing 
for various Interests, or of men na- 
turally qualified to represent all 
classes. It shoul] be remembered 
{hat the town contains people of 
divergent views and leanings, and. 
there are differences of opinion, on 
many matters which will not disap- 
pear within tho next twelve mouths. 
The line between Protestants and 
Catholics is well defined, and all 
should remember that if we want to 
do away with sectional differences 
wo should unhesitatingly cast our 
vote for a qualified Catholic as free- 
ly as for a Protestant, No man 
should yote for a Catholic merely 
beeause be is a member! of that re- 
Uglon, or roa Presbyteclan for 
the samz reason; the test should be, 
“Ts he qual 1 to make a good rep- 
resontative 2” not “Is he a member 
of my church, or of my lodge ?” 

The candidate for Counell should 
posse strength of character. In 
the six years he had been a resident 
of Lindsny he believed that most 
failures traceable ‘to Conncil had 
been the result of weakness rather 
thar of wrong intention. Wo want 
in our representatives not the 
strength born of unthinking stnb- 
bornness, but of firmness in right- 
doing. We should guage aright the 
man possessed of a witty or abusive 
tongue, and should pot mistake those 
attributes for cleveruess. The 
wordy, frothy man is usnally weak 
in executive ability, We should seek 
in our representatives that strength 
which is rendy to advance, yot is 
not afraid to retreat when! proper. 
3rd.—What treatmont do wre owe 
to ths nen whom we elect? During 
in- Lindsay, remarked the 
speaker, he hack nob known of more 
than two or three acival attempls at 
dishonesty by members of Council, 
but had heard of perhaps 6,000. 
Take the case of a citizen generally 
respected and esteemed. From the 
day he Is pressed, or clects to enter 
the arena of municipal politics he 
is abused and vilified. It takes very 
littla to earn some meu’s dislike and 
eensure—the refusal of a $10 grant 
or offive will do it In some cases. 
Letters are published in the news- 
papers now and, thon which’ contain 
not ove felicitous phre nor per- 
haps one grain of truth, and yet the 
editors say they doj not publish one 
for ten thar gq into their waste 
basket. That is a dreadful reflec, 
tion on th fairness of tha commun- 
ity towards their representatives. 
These men are our supe s — we 
eleet them to that position. If we 
slander our public men the day may 
come when we will not be able to 
get men to serve us. Ong of the 
things we have lost with the adyance 
of civilization is th's power to pun- 
ish slanderers in a fitting manner. 
Tn theso days of liberty of action and 
expression it is given to all dogs 
to bark, and great hulking fellows 
whose wives have to labor for them 
ot the wash-tubs stand on the strect, 
corners and criticize the members 
of Corneil—and sccure listeners. 

Boited down, the advice he sought 
to convey was; ist, that men who 
know they possess the right gualifi- 
cations to make a good Councillor 
shoul] not hold back, 2nd, that we 
should seck godly men; 3rd, that we 
should give those men @ue honor. 
In some parts of the United States 
it is almost defamatory to eall a 
man a marmber of parliament, wh le 
in England the position is regarded 
as one of great honor and the oc- 
eupant is eertain to be a man of 
high integrity. Tf we constantly 
impugn the motives of a represent- 
ative he may one day concluds to 
hive the game as ‘well as the name. 
Gladstone, speaking of Italy, said it 
ls only by pursuln bieh ideals, and 
permitting moral motives to pre- 
vail, that a nation can he made 
erent. Progress. to be permanent, 
should rot have its soureo in vanity 
—it must bel due to a renlizntion’ of 
duty. Duty, and not vanity, should 
inanire fit and proner nersons ta 
offer for tho municipal Council of 
Lindsay.

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PROGRES 1S REE ADE 


In the Direction of a Beet 
Sugar Factory. 


———— 
MESSRS. CHANNON AND ELLIS 
WILL CANVASS FOR 
AUREAGE. 

An Hnergetic Sub-Committee has been 
Appointed to Take All Necessary 
Steps to Further the Success of the 
Project. 

A majority of the members of the special 
Beet Sugar U.mmittec appointed last week, 
and a nu2 ber of representative citizens and 
formers,met last Friday ofternoon,as agreed 
upon, to take further steps in support of the 
beet sugar factory proposition. Substantial 
prog ess was made as a rerult of some three 
hours’ caroest discus ion. 

Me. I. H, Hopkine was appointed perma- 
nent chairman, and Mr. J. H. § otheran 
permanent secretary, the latter to be re. 
munerated in proportion to hie labore, 

Chairman Hopkins, on calling the meeting 
to order, explained briefly that the commit- 
tee had been called together to make arrange 
ments fora canvass to seoure the required 
sorenge of sugar beats, 

Mr. Hookin—‘‘Isit proposed to pay the 
canvassors 7” 

Chuirman Hopkins—I am not prepared 
to answer that queation; probably the mom- 
bers of the County Council present may be 
ab’e to tell you.” 

County Councillor Koberteon —* We 
agreed to make a grant to pay the expenses 
of canvassera. The sum of $300 was men- 
tioned,” 

Mr. Johnson Ellis eaid everyone seemed 
to recoznize that the question of acreage 
was all-important, and the first matter to be 
settled. In that case not a day ought to be 
wasted. 

Dr, Vrooman said there were two modea 
of procedure open to them—to have the 
canvassers call on every farmer and make o 
detailed explanation in every case, or to ap- 
proach the farmers through meetings held 
In every schoolhouse. He believed the latter 
plan to be the better one, as farmers would 
be more inclined to consider the matter 
favorably when they eaw their neightora 
lending aupport to the achome. 

Mr. Channon agreed with the Doctor— 
he had from the outset been in favor of 
schoolhouse meetings, ks by that plan the 
scheme could be placed befo e 9 number of 
farmers, ascasily as it could be explained to 
ao individual, and the method would also be 
much cheaper than a farm to farm canvaas. 
H; believed the acreage conld be secured, 
but when he recollected what had been told 
him by Capt. Boutell in Michigan relative 
to the difficulties he had met with at first 
when seeking to interest farmers, he felt iu- 
clined to think the canvassere would have 
their work cut out jor them. 

Mr. W. M. Robson thought it would be 
well to secure the acreage guarantee as 
speedily ae possible, but it was not the plan 
followed in the case of otter factories—in 
most cases bonuses had been granted and 
the aid of capitalists sought before the far- 
mera had been interviewed. He suggested 
that the views of the County and Yown 
Councile be ascertained. 

Mr. Hockin—‘tNo, that would be com- 
mencing at the wrong end.”” 

Mr. FP. C, Taylor—‘In Peterboro they 
were told to secure the acreage first.” 

“Mr. H. J. Lytle—“I think Mr. Robson’s 
suggestion is about rigbt;a numb r of places 
are seeking factories, and if Lindsay cannot 
olfer some greater inducement than acreage 
Ifear we will not atand much show of get- 
ting the industry.” 

Dir. Ellie—*We must eccure the acreage 
first—where is the man that would establish 
a gaw-mill until he had first satisfied him- 
self that he could get logs to cut.” 

Mr. Chas. Fairbairn thought the position 
of things was similar to a cheese factory— 
uo man will start one usless as:ured of the 
milk of at least 100 cowe; and capitaliets 
will not establish a bect sugar factory unless 
certain of the yield of 5,000 acres. “Let us 
seoure that guarantee and then see how near 
the capitalist: will come to us.” He re- 
gretted hia inability to accompany the dele- 
gation to Michigan, but had perfect conf- 
dence in the two men that bad gone, and he 
had read their excellent report with much 
pleasure. As for the money requiced for 
prelininary work, he believed the Covaty 
Council would be willing to do all in their 
power <o sid the good work, and would 
make a further grant if necessary. He ap 
proved of schco:house meetings—get the 
farmers away from their stable:, because 
when they did not know how their neigh- 
bore viewed a question, they were apt to be 
evaeive and hard to convince. He hoped 
the farmere and citizens would work to- 
gether with a single purpose, and tat any 
feeling cf selfishness would be buried jor- 
ever. Farmers should regard Lindsay a+ 
their county town, and help build it up 
in every way possible. Ile looked on the 
proposition as likely to havea very impor- 
tant effect on the prosperity of the town 
end county, 

Mr. Hockin said thathe did not know 
thats bonus would be demanded, or that 
the town or townships interested would re- 
fuse financial aid if asked for it, bu: in case 
of necessity he was willing tu give $1,000 
towards a bonus ii 24 other citizens would 
do the same, 

Chairman Hopkins thought the canvassers 
should make an effert to secure stock while 
making theic rounds. 

Mr. W. Flavelle eaid he appreciated what 
Mr. Lytle and Mr, Hockin had said, and 
higbly approved of Dr. Yrooman’s views. 
15 was most important that farmers in 
various parts of the district shoald be arged 
to assist. If farmers oould be induced 
to take etock, to be paid in kind in four or 
five years, we might be able to roll up 
$100,000 ix that way, which would be a 
grand inducement when coupled with the 
acreage guaranteed, 

Mr. R. Bryans approv d of getting the 
ectenne firet, and the schoolhouse meetings 
would be the right plan to follow. lt was 
@ grand chance to secure a great industry, 
and no offort should be epared to secure it, 

Mr. Hopkins magrested thata emall work- 
ing committee be appointed to advise tho 
canvassers and deal with the many matters 
eure to crop up. 

Mr. Lyto—"Suppose we appoint two 
canvassers; there are probably 50 school- 
houses to be visited, and it will take some 
time to cover the ground, I believe the 
convaseers wil: meet with good success, be- 
cause any farmer who heard of or read the 
fine report preeented by Mesare, Channon 
and Ellis chould be very easy to convince.” 

Mr. Flavelle—‘‘Jt seems to me that the 
dolezates sent to Michigan are the proper 
men to canvass the farmers,” 

Mr. Chas. Silver—“{ think a farm to 
farm canvass would be best. I would not 
be afraid to guarantee the 5,000 acres if 
prid lo. per acre.” 

Mr. F.C. Taylor thought the committee 
were wasting time. e was prepared to 
move that Messrs, Channon and F lls be ap- 
pointed to make the ca vaas, becanse they 
were energetic, enthusiastioand exper enced. 

Mr. Geo. Payne thought the farmera 


should receive some instruction on the sugar 
beet question before being asked to guaran-

Appointments of Officers to the 
Mounted Rifles Approved. 


CANADIAN HOSPITAL COMPANY. 


Tho Director-General of Medical Services 
Wishes It to Bo Understood That 
the Busrer Corps Is a Separate 
Unit and Not an Attachment 
of the Canadian Mounted 


Rifles. 


Ottawa, Dec. 28.—The War Oflice 
has cabled its approval of the  ap- 
pointment of the fullowing addition- 
al officers of the Canadian Mounted 
Rifles: One Major, an assistant sur- 
geon, one assistant veterinary oflic- 
er, an assistant adjutant, a paymas- 
ter and an armorer. Licut.-Col. Cam- 
eron, D.S.0., 5th Royal Scots, will 
be appointed Major, thus creating a 
vacancy in the list of Captains in 
the regiment. Dr. Duff of Kingston 
is mentioned for assistant surgeon. 
Mr. Moir, late of Strathcona’s 
Horse, will likely be chosen as pay- 
master, and Mr. Robert Donaldson of 
the military stores as armorer. The 
War Office message states that the 
regiment will be under the control 
of the general ofcer commanding the 
Canadian militia until after the de- 
parture of the transports. 

The Victorian Leaves Cape Town. 


The following cublegram was yes- 
terday received from Cape Town: 
“Victorian loft Cape Town Dec. 24. 
Has on board for Halifax Lieut.-Col. 
Gordon, Canadian staff; Captain 
Mason, Victorian Mounted Infantry; 
Civil Surgeon Farrell and four men.”’ 


Lieut.-Col. Gordon was D.O.C. at 
Montreal, but went out to South 
Africa attached to the first contin- 


gent, After the regiment returned to 
Canada, Col. Gordon remained be 
hind and was given command of a 
military district in Cape Colony. He 
was taken dangerously ill with ery- 
sipelas some months ago, but recoy- 
ered and returned to duty. It is sup- 
posed he will take over his position 
as D.O.C. at Montreal when he comes 
back. The tardy departure of the 
Victorian from Cape Town makes {t 
improbable that she will reach Half- 
fax much before the 20th prox. 

Gen. O’Grady-Haly’s Term. 

Tho rumor was prevalent yesterday 
that the War Oiflice had refused to 
consent to an extension of General 
O'Grady-Haly’s term as officer com- 
manding the Canadian militia, but 
it cannot be traced to an authorita- 
tive source, and is not credited. An 
official of the Militia Department, 
said: ‘The Governmont has passed 
in Council extending the 
General’s time until June 30 next, 


' and he will in all probability remain 


here until then. It is not likely that 
the War Office will override the 
wishes of the Government here.’’ 

A Separate Unit. 


The Director-General of Medical 
Services wishes it made ‘clear that 
the Canadian Hospital Company for 
South Africa is not in any way con- 
nected with the Canadian Mounted 
Rifles, but goes to the front as a 
separate unit. The Mounted Rifles 
have their own medical equipment, 
which is even fuller than with the 
majority of regiments, in view of the 
fact that it will in all probability 
be cut up into two separate com- 
mands. The Hospital Company is 
to have one hundred cots, and is or- 
ganized so that it, too, can be cut 
in two if the authorities so desire.

Montreal, Dec. 28.—Thirteen stal- 
wart men and true, the supplement- 
ary enlistment of Montrealers for the 
Canadian Yeomanry or the Second 
Canadian Mounted Rifles, took their 
departure for I[alifax at noon yester- 
day.

The Pontiff mode a lengthy 
address, during which he condemned 
the excessive liberty of thought in- 
dulged in at the present time. He 
sharply criticized Socialist agitation 
for divorce and the hostility between 
different sections of the church, and 
urged a union of the Christian 
churches.

On February 19th I commenced to 
remoie: the town hail by day labor, 
avd flnshed out the entire sys 
of sewers and did general repair 
throughout the town. I attended to 
the crushing of 192 cords of stone, 
inspected the several plumbing jobs 
ready at that date, and ploughed 
and graded several streets. 

On the 17th of May I commenced 
io prepare Lindsa, t., from Glen- 
elg-st. to the G.T.R., a distance of 
1,C00 feet b; lineal feet wide, for 
macadamizing, which was completed 
July 12th. Considerable extra ex- 


pense was incurred in the building 
of this road, as it rained fully one-

London, Dec. 24.—The British 


Government is watching wilh  con- 
siderable anxiety the progress of the 
dispute between the Chilian and 
Argentine republics. A representa- 
tive of the Associated Press was in- 
formed yesterday that neither side hag 
yet approached the British Foreign 
Office. If beth Chili and Argentina 
request Great Britain to arbitrate 
the matters in dispute between them 
Lord Lansdowne, the Forcign Seere- 
tary, will promptty acquiesce. 


The statement, however, of Dr. 


Alcorta, the Argentine Minister of 
Foreign Afiai that Argentina has 
referred the matter to the arbitra- 


tion of the Dritish Government un- 
der the agreement of 1898, appears 
to be inaccurate, for the Foreign 
Office says the present contention is 
guite beyond the powers of that | 
comunission. As the Foreign Office 
und ands the case, it is not one 
of boundary between the two coun- 
tries, but whether Chili has the 
right to build neutral roads in the 
disputed territory. This-commission 
of which Lord MacNaughton is 
president, has been sitting in Lon- 


don for nearly two years, and is 
now-almost ready to go out and 
personally inspect the disputed 


boundaries. Tor various reasons, 
however, the departure of this com- 
mission has been delayed, and is 
likely to be delayed for some time 
to come. The appeal of Dr.  Al- 
corta has not yet officially been 
communicated to the British Foreign 
Office. When this appeal does reach 
Downing street, it will meet with 
the foregoing answer. Although 
Lord Lansdowne, the Secretary for 
Foreign Affairs, holds that the Mac- 
Naughten commission to be power- 
less, he will intimate the willingness 
of Great Britain to arbitrate the 
difficulty between the two countries | 
if Chili agrees to that proposition. 
Up to alate hour last night neither 
country concerned had _ requested 
Great Britain to take this action. 

Opinion in Downing street is that 
while the cause of the dispute is 
petty, serious consequences may en- 
sue unless prompt action is taken.

ANOTHER BURGHER CORPS,

STONED NEGRO GIRLS. 


Cause of Savage Strect Fight Betweem 
Negroesand Whites in New York— 
A Pollceman Injured. 


New York, Dec. 26—A race riot 
which broke out in Harlem yesterday 
on West 13th street, became almost 
a battle between negroes and whites 
in the open strect, the negroes being 
armed with revolvers and other wea- 
pons, and the whites with stones. 
There were 100 fighters on each 
side. The negroes beat the whites, 
but were driven back into their tene- 
ments by the police after they had 
charged out on the whites with pis- 
tols and razors. Fourteen negroes 
were arrested. Four whites, includ- 
ing a policeman, were badly shot or 
cut. The rioting was begun by. 
some white boys stoning two color- 
ed girls, who were going to their 
homes. The girls told their friends 
and a dozen negroes chased the white 
boys, boxed their ears, and struck 
several of them in the faces. The 
boys ran. away and told some white 
men, who returned and stoned the 
negroes. More men joined the first 
band, and al] attacked the negroes. 
The negroes armed themselves with 
revolvers, sticks, bricks, stones, ra- 
zors and other weapons. In the 
fight at close quarters, the negrocs 
dashed into the street, 100 in all, 
slashing right and left. The whites 
resisted with clubs. At this point, 
a squad of policemen arrived on the 
scene and stopped the rioting. 


GERMAN EXPORTS DECLINE, 


Fer the First Time This Year They Show 
a Falling Off. 


Berlin, Dec. 26.—The official statis- 
tics of Germany's foreign trade for 
the month of November show a de 
cline in exports for the first time 
during the present year. This decline 
amounts to 60,130 tons. During the 
same Inonth Germany's imports de- 
clined 465,535 tons. The totals for 
the month of November were: In- 
ports, 3,642,042 tons, and exports, 
2,909,855 tons. 

The imports of wheat for the ele- 
ven months ending with November 
were 1,960,496 tons, as against 1,- 
206,065 tons for the same eleven 
months of 1900. During the first 
eleven months of this year the wheat 
imported from the United States 
amounted to 1,143,375 tons. This 
total nearly equals the import of 
wheat into Germany from all other 
countries in 1900.

REEVE McLEAN BE-ELECSED 

BY ACOLAMATION. , 
Council. 


The nomination meeting at the Ops 
township hall Monday was largely at- 


one to two o'clock, the following persons 
were duly nominated, namely : 

For Reeve—Jas. McLean, John Thos. 
Currins and David Walker. 

For Oouncillorks—Jas. Fox, Robert J. 
Patterson, John Sluggett, Willard Curtis, 
Jas, Byrne, Peter Hawkins, Walter Ark- 
sey, Wm Best, Thos, Hickson and S, 
Coulter. 

At the close of the nominatious the 
clerk read the list of nominees and Mr. 
J. H. Hopkins was appointed chairman, 
After acknowledging the honor done him 
the chairman ssid he would first call on 
the old council to address the electors, 
then on the new aspirants in order of 
nomination. 

Reeve McLean gave a lucid and com- 
prehensive explanation of the work of the 
year, beginning with the appropriatiuns 
made and how they were expended. He 
compared the financial condition of the 
township with last year and showed that 
the report of the treasurer, ending as it 
did on the 16th of Des., conld not show 
the balance of cash on hand at the close 
of the year, as many of the accounts of 
the year cannot be paid until the end of 
December of every year; thus some of the 
accounts of one year are occasionslly not. 
presented for payment until the new 
council take office. Mr. McLean then 
gave his reasons for opposing the county 
road scheme. It was because of the sub- 
division of the government grant on the 
basis of acreage, which he contended 
would place the burden of taxation on the 
front townships. Hoe explained the rail-

EFOUNDERED OF BLOWN UP. 


Feared That British ule Transport Hag 
Been Lost, 7313 


New Orleans, La., Jan. 16—It i 
; believed in shipping circles here that 
a British transport, laden with Am- 
erican,mules, bound for South Africa, 
has been intercepted and blown up 
by a Boer spy in the Gulf of Mexico 
or has foundered. A schooner arriv- 
ing on the lower coast reports hun- 
dreds of dead mules floating for a 
distance of 30 miles. This news has 
greatly stirred shippers here, who 
fear that further desperate attempts 
Will be made to siop the export of 
mules to Cape Town. 

The more conservative elements at- 
tribute the floating carcasses to a 
disaster to one of the British ves 
sels during the storms that have been 
raging near the coast this week. De- 
spatches from Quintana, Texas, 
which is only a short distance south 
of Port Eads, say that the schooner 
Olga has put into Matagorda Bay, 
to shelter from the fierce gale blow- 
ing on the Gulf, and that Captain 
George Peterson reports having seen 
long rows of dend cattle and mules 
floating in the water. He describes 
the range of the dead stock as cover- 
ing at least 40 miles. 

The recent attempt to blow up the 
British transport Mechanician in 
this port is recalled by those persons 
| who incline to the opinion that a 
British transport has been blown 
up. The attempt to destroy the 
Mechanician was charged to Boer 
agents.

Two 
intelligence officers, named Steere 
and Kerr, went to ascertain particu- 
lars, a few men following as oa pre 
caution.

'who were concealed, and both officers 


were shot dead.

Norvals Point, Jan. 15.—The new 
line of blockhouses from Beaufort 
West to De Aar, guarding the rail- 
way, Which the men of the West 
Riding Regiment have been erecting, 
is now completed. The blockhouses 
are from twelve hundred to sixteen 
hundred yards apart, and are in 
telephonic communication with one 
another.

FAUTS LEARNED SY THE BER- 
LIN DELEGATES WHEN 
IN MICHIGAN. 


Intcrezting Intervisws with a Number 
of Prominent Growers—Views of a 
Well-known Stockman as to the 
Value of the Pulp for Feeding 
Purposes. 

Below we continue our series of 
articles giving the more interesting 
features of the great mass of in- 
formation submitted to the Berlin 
Boord of Trade at several meetings 
by members of the deputation that 
visited the Michigan beet sugar fac_ 
tories. The information so impress- 
ed the farmers around Berlip that 
the required acreage waa speedily 
secured; 

This Grower Came trom’ Ottawa. 

After viewing the sugar plant and 
its wonders, the yeomen were anx- 
lous to interview the farmers to 
learn from them whether sugar 
beets are a profitable crop and like- 
ly to be a permanent industry. The 
first farmer questioned was Edward 
Nithtschke. 

He formeriy lived near Ottawa, 
Ont., vod said; “lL live ten miles 
{from Bay City, on a forty-acre 
farm I have been growing beets 
for four years. I never knew a far- 
mer who began the growing of beets 
to give it up. The first year i put 
lao 11-2 acres. The second year 3 
acr2s, the third year, 4 and this 
year, 6 acres. I find that I can cul- 
<ivate the six acres of beets as easily 
as I did the one and a half acres 
the first year. Last year my beets 
averaged 15 tons to the acre and 
14 to 16 per cent. in sugar. Lots 
of growers get 20 tons to the acre. 
When I say mine averaged 15 tons 
to the acre, 1 mean TI was paid for 
15 tons after the tara had been de- 
ducted. The tare ran from 2 to 5 


per cent. 
It ig easy to ratse sugar beets 
now. We were green the fir: 


A man will thin twq acres ina day 
and a half. { employ no ontside 
t I and my two sons, aged 19 
= respectively, handled the six 
I estimate the whole cost of 
Talsing the beats to ba not over 
$25 an acre, This estimate includes 
all Inbor and rent of lands. Last 
year my crop of beeta averaged S64 
an acre. I sowed the seed, in! rows, 
two feet apart. 

Each, farmer contracts with ths 
company to raisc a certain num- 
ber of acres. He may raise more 
than ho stipulates if he wishes. The 
company supplies all the seed at 15 
cents a pound. I sowed only eight 
pounds to the acre. Other put on 
twelve. 

You can’t grow the beets too larg». 
Big beets, if solid, have more sugar 
than small ones. The company takes 
them whether Jarge or small. It 
would be amistake to raise beets 
syery year from the same field. I 
put beets on wheat stubble; plow- 
ing and manuring it. I consider five 
acres of my farm In beets pays well 
and cleans the lands. I grow a guod 
crop of oats after sugar beets. 

I do not feed the pulp to my cattle 
owing to the distance I would have 
to haul it. If I Nved near town’ I 
svould_feed some. I have no railway 
near by which to ship beets. I can 
fanl in only one load a day.” 

The price of farm lands have gone 
up since the sugar beet was intro 
duced. I paid $25 an acre elzht 
years ago for my land or $1,000. 
Row I can secure $75 ap acre for it. 
Tho iperense in its value has for the 
most part come during the past few 
There Is no crop like sugar 


years. it 
beets. It brings us more money 
than anything else. 

Before the sugar beet factory 


business was started here, I coald 
rot make a living nor pay my debts. 
Sinee they eame. T have paid all my 
debts, and purchased new wagons, 
harness, machinery, furniture, ete. 
Without sugar brets the farmers of 
this county could not pay tho in- 
terest on thelr mortgages. 

Sineo we began ralsing sugar bects 
ths price of other farm products 
fave risen. Hay. which’ sold four 
years ago at $5 la now, Sil. Then 
we could not give potatees away: 
Tow thoy are 75 cents a bushel. 
Corr has risen from 30 cents then 
to 50 epnts now.

total $15,000. BEE ce 

Speaking to us ho snid : ‘The big secret 
in raising augat becta ia to keep them clean. 
I have founda ton of clover per acre a 
good preparatory fertilizer for beets, If 
tho Jand is not right Ido not rent. If I 
gat ten tons of beets from an acre I am sat- 
ised. My yie'd runs from 8 to 15 tons 
and tho average is 12. My beots averaged 
14 per cent. last year, I engage men, wo- 
men, boys and girla to do the oleaning ond 
thinning,. I poy teamstera $3 a day. 
Each of my foremen have charge of trom 
150 to 200 acres of beots. 

Wheat or oat stubble is good for beet 
crop. I plow sod in the fall and d sk it in 
the sprng. Stubble should be manured 
well now and turned down either now or 
in the epring. Corn stubble is all right for 
beets, but there is more trouble in hand- 
ling it. 

Besta require thorough working, ond 
should be thinned when two inches high. 
On rich land have them seven inchea apart, 
uaing five-inch hoes in thinning. The 
earlier you con get into the beots the better. 
It does not hurt the beets to thin them 
when they aro small, but it does when | 
they are large. f. 

Ashes make the greatest fertilizer for | 
bests there is. Use lots of seed. This 
year early beets wore not as good os 
late. B ets will stand more punishment | 
than any other root. A horse may step on © 
them and not kill them. IfI can get the} 
help I sow erly and twenty acre plots at 3 
time, I prefer a oly loam soil. Don’t, 
like sandy ground. I had eight acres of | 
aand upon which I put ten loads of leached | 
ashes peracre. It turned out fairly 15° 
tons. Beetsrequire a lot of potash. Dis- i 
tillery manure would be all right as a fer- 
tilizer for beets. Some of the land I rented | 
this year bas been under crop a second 
time. I would not attempt to use it a 
third time. 

Tf] had but 20 acres of land I would not 
hesitate to putitall in beets for the firat 
year, Had Ia 180-acro form, I would sow 
100 acrss of beots the first year and raise 
grsin on the other 59 acres. The second 
year I would putin beete on the 50 acres 
of grain and 50 acres meadow, using seed 
grain and getting clover; cut clover one 
year and then turning it dewn. This rc- 
tation of crop could be kept up for years 
ond I venture to say that at the end of 20 
years you would have a better farm than at ! 
ths outaet and have made money. Beet 
sugar is en agricultural industry. Tho 
sugar factory is the same asa flouring mill.” 

Office Boys Make Money. 

Mr. W. C. Penoyer, who chaperoned our 
party, told us he had 400 acres of beets for 
which he rented land and hired help to 
cultivate it. His office boy, who is 22 
years old, along with his brother, aged 19, 
rented 50 acres of beets and hired their 
own help. They will clear $1,500 on the 
speculation, Mr. Penoyer knew of a hard- 
ware man who had 1(0 acres last year and 
has 170 acres this, All rented land and 
worked by hired help, This man will 
clear over $30 an scre last year A Bay 
City barber has ten acres of bests this 
year. 

Mr, H. L. Janzen met a florist the next 
day who has 10 acres of beets this year 
and will make a lot of money from the 
crop, notwithstanding that he rents the 
jand and hir.s his help. 

Beet Pulp for Stock. 

The following is a report made by 
Mr. John Reimers, of Grand Is- 
land, Neb.: 

As requested In your favor, of the 
13th lust. to I. R: Alter, Lwish to 
give you my opinion of four years’ 
experience in feeding beet pulp te: 
carttle. 

“ZT consider it a valuabie food in 
connection with grain aud other 
fead, as It 1s a great digestive food 
and appetizer. It has some fatten- 
ing qualities, but I do not depend on 
it for that purpose, bub mainly to 
digest the other foode. 

“When I begin feeding I use for 
the first few! days from 20 to 25 
pounds of pulp per head daily, with 
hay and a little grain on meal mix- 
ed with it. Theo I gradually in- 
creased to 4G or 50 pounds per head 
L haya also tried 80 to £0 pounds per 
head, but am positive that this isa 
disadvantage in fattening catlle, as 
they eat less grain and meal. Too 
much pulp Is inclined to be loosen- 
ing. Cattle can be put on. full fead 
of grain much quicker with pulp, as 
it helps to digest the food and lesx- 
ens ths danger of over-feeding or 
setting the cattle stalled and foun- 
dered. 

After feeding from ninety to one 
hundred days, T would advise going 
back gradually to 20 or 25 pounds of 
pulp per day and increasing the 
grain feed, of which each feeder 
must judge for himself the amount 
bis cattle can digest profitably.

Sir 
Oliver Mowat, the veteran Lieuten- 
ant-Governor, whose health continues 
| good, despite his advanced years, 
| again officiated, uttended by his staff 
! and a guard of honor. Premier Ross 
and the members of his Cabinct were 


early in the chamber to greet their 
! fellows and friends. 
Sir Oliver Mowat then read the 


speech from the throne as follows: 
SPEECH FROM TUE THRONE. 


i Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of the 
Legislative Assembly: 


ing you as representatives of the 
Province in Parliament assembled. 

Since the last meeting of the Leg- 
islature we have been honored by a 
visit from Their Royal Highnesses 
the Duke and Duchess of Cornwall 
and York. I was greatly pleased to 
notice the hearty reception given to 
Their Royal Highnesses in every part 
of Ontario which the limited time 
at their disposal permitted them to 
visit. The gracious manner in which 
they received the expressions of loy- 
alty which their presence evoked and 
the interest they manifested in every 
matter pertaining to the prosperity 
of the Province will, I trust, streng- 
then our attachment to the empire 
which they so worthily represented. 
and in which we, as a Province, are 
so deeply interested. 

Prospering Industries. 


I congratulate you on the continu- 


ed prosperity of the lumbering in- 
dustry, which gives cmployment to

ed.

All three mem- 
bers are Liberals. Announcement was 
also made by the Speaker of the re- 
signation of Hon. William Harty, 
member for Kingston, who has ac- 
cepted the Liberal nomination for 
the House of Commons. The House 
then adjourned. 

The debate on the address in reply 
to the speech from the throne _ will 
be begun this afternoon. The mover 
in the debate will be Mr. J. F. Gross 
(Welland), and the seconder Lt.-Col. 
Mutrie (South Wellington.) 


Sir John Bourinot's Opinion. 


Qttawa, Jan. 13—Sir John Bouri- 
not, commenting on the doubts rais- 
ed as to the legality of the last ses- 
sion of Parliament and the Legisla- 
tures owing to the demise of Queen 
Victoria after the proclamations had 
been issued and no new notice given, 
said it reminded him of the famous 
essay of Archbishop Whately, ‘‘His- 
toric doubts as to the existence of 
Napoleon Bonaparte.” 

Sir John said that it is specially 
provided by law that no Legislature 
body ‘“‘summoned or called by Her 
Majesty or ker heirs or successors’ 
shall be affected by the demise of tha 
crown, and conseguently the procla- 
mation referred to was in no way 
effected by the demise of the Queen. 


Have Boers Offered to Quit? 

London, Jan. 13.—The Glote’s 
financial editor said a report which 
came from well-informed quarters 
Was current in the city on Satur 
day that the Boer chiefs had made 
overtures to the British Government 
to the effect that they were pre- 
Pared to lay down their arms, pro- 
vided they were not exiled. Wednes- 
day next is the Boer feast day, and 
it was said the surrender of the 
Boers would probably occur then. 
The War Office officials asserted that 
no proposals to surrender had been 
received from the Boers. 


Acquitted of High Treason. 


Washington, Jan. 13.—A cable- 
&ram received at the State Depart- 
ment from United States Consul- 
General Bingham at Cape Town 


announces the acquittal and re- 
lease of Dr. Richards Anthony, who 
has been on trial there on a charge

J. W. Macmillan, discues- 
ed the life and work of the late Rev. J. 
Robertson, D, D., Supsrintendent of Pres- 
bytecian Missions in Western Canada, bas- 
ing his remarks on John 9-4, ‘I must worl 
... the night cometh,” which was lorgely 
the keynote of his life. Dr. Robertaon was 
born in Pecthshire, Scotland, 63 years ago, 
When a boy he came wth his family to 
Canada, se tling on 8 farm in Halton 
County, where he worked uatil he cbtained 
sufficient means to atart hia collegeceduca 
tion, which was taken in Toronto and com- 
pleted in Princeton College and Union 
Seminary, New York, but in vbe intervals 
doing considerable mission work. After 
ordination he was settled in Norwich for 
five years. In 1874 he was appointed firat 
rastor of Knox Church, Winnipeg, which 
at that time was but o amall hamlet, but jn 
a few years moved from a small iog ‘churoh 
into a splendid building which coat $26,000. 
He acted as pastor, lecturer, and in fact in 
any capicity in which he could bo helpful 
Th: in 138] he was appointed by the Gener- 
al Assembly as Superintendent of Missions 
in \Yea ern Canada, extending from Lake 
Superior to the Pacific, and from the 49th 
parallel north as far as civilization goes. 
To catimate the work he has done would be 
impossible, but some idea of the advance 
made might be indicated by the growth 
made during his tenure of oflice There 
wero no syods, now there are two ; Prea- 
byteries one, now 18 ; congregations +, now 
40; mission stations 15, n w over 300; 
workeis 23, now over 400, of whom over 
250 are ordained. Preaching was in Eng- 
lish and Gaelic, now in 12 languages. Con- 
tributions from tte\Vest are more per mem- 
ber than irom the East, und the Mast is far 
wore wealthy. He was largely instrument- 
al in having established the ‘Manse and 
Church Building Fon.” which has been s0 
helpful om asisting in the building of 
churches and manger, and a'so in having 
the Theological sessions of Winnipeg Col- 
lege held in the summer, so that the ser- 
vices of the students coull be had during 
the winter when the Western Oollege ses- 
sions were going on, cnd vice versa. Last 
fall not one sheaf of g ain was cut op Sun 
day between the Red River and the Rock- 
ies—compore that with what obtains across 
the border! Wo have no lynchings Tho 
moral tone ie entircly different to formerly. 
This, of course, was not all the work of Dr. 
Robertson, but his work and influence was 
a very large factor, ond in the life of the 
speaker he stands among men as the moat 
Christlike. During his last illnees, when 
he was admonished to take a reat, he ro- 
marked “The night cometh.” The coming 
four yeara will be the crucial ye ra for 
Western Uanada. No man can fill his place, 
but we may all help tocarry on the work he 
so nobly initiated. Ho wia respected loth 
athome and abroad,

London, Jan. 14.—A remarkable 
article appeared in yesterday’s Times 
under the caption of ‘‘Literature of 
\ German Anglophobla,’’ recounting 
| the character of the anti-British car-

toons which haye appeared 
| German newspapers, which, The 

Times says, ‘‘in coarseness, obscen- 
| ity and venom are without a paral- 
lel in modern times.’’ 

Tho Times’ article, which is two 
columns long, says: ‘‘These papers 
are not gutter-sheets, but are sold 
everywhere at the stations of the 
stato railroads, even at Potsdam sta- 
tion, where the Ixmperor is constant- 
ly traveling. He was finally obliged 
to personally order their removal.’’ 

“Neither are these papers anony- 
mous. One of the most infamous of 
all, entitled ‘The Boer War,’ bears 
on the title pages the names of per- 
sons distinguished in the literary and 
artistic world of Germany. From a 
purely technical standpoint the pa- 
per is an art production, but it is 
difficult to find words to convey a 
notion of the filth which its cultured 
artists ond writers venture to lay 
before its cultured German readers. 
British soldiers are represented as 
robbing the dead. Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s state coach is depicted 
cart laden with skeletons, and King 
Edward is shown dead drunk in his 
bedroom, receiving the news of Cron- 
Je’s surrender. But, the crowning 
piece is a cartoon entitled ‘Hero 
Worship.’ The then Princess of 
Wales, Queen Victoria and the Prince 
of Wales standing, with the young 
princesses by her side, is decorating 
e youthful soldier. The legend ume 
derneath reads textually: 

“**An English Princess decorating 
the youngest soldier in the British 
army with the Victoria Cross, be- 
cause, although only thirteen, he has 
ulready outraged eight Boer women.’ 

“This obscenity, sold in respect- 
able shops, was eagerly bought by 
the public, and lies on fashionable 
drawing-room tables.’ 

The wisdom of the publication of 
the article at this juncture is much 
questioned. The Stnr says: 

“The Times yesterday, of all days, 
begins a series of articles on the of- 
fensive German caricatures. The 
‘Times ought to hesitate before it 
deliberately flogs the passion of the 
people. Are our publicists mad? 
Can they not see the abyss towards 
which they are hounding this long- 
suffering nation?’’ 

Eniser’s Envoy Sees King. 


London, Jan. 14.—The court cir- 
cular announces that Admiral Baron 
Von Zenden-Bibran, chief of the na-

PROSPERITY PREVAILS ALL OVER 


Tho Address in Reply to the Speech 
From the Throne Adopted by the

Toronto, Jan. 10.—In the Legisla~ 
tive Assembly Mr. Gross of Welland, 
in moving the address in reply to 
the speech from the Throne, yester- 
day afternoon, said that at the be 
ginning of a new reign il was an op- 
portune time for the taking of stock, 
in a national seise. We dwelt on 
the importance of the study of his- 
tory in order to profit by its teach- 
ings, and briefly reviewed the lead- 
ing incidents in the history of Can- 
ada, The greatest progress of Can- 
ada had been made since Confedera- 
tion and « comparison with the his- 
fory and present condition of the 
United States was greatly in ~ our 


favor. He was afraid that Cana- 
dians were inclined to be too pessi- 
mistic and a little of the spread 


cagleism of our neighbors would do 
us no harm. He alluded to the royal 
visit and the hearty reception re 
ceived by the Duke and Duchess of 
Cormwall. The reception they met in 
the city of Toronto was especially 
creditable. It would result in tho 
people of the Old Country becoming 
better acquainted with Canada. He 
referred approvingly to the consoli- 
dation of the statutes relating to 
property law, which would be great- 
ly uppreciated not only by the legal 
profession but by the public. The 
Provinee of Ontario was fortunately 
free from provincial taxation while 
in New York, as he knew by experi- 
ence, the State taxes on real estate 
amounted to four mills on the dol- 
Jar. The people of the Province 
were Singularly favored in their fin- 
ancial position. Jt was very satis- 
faclory to note the rapid filling up 
of the northern portion of Ontario, 
which would aid the industrial pro- 
gress of the older districts. The ab- 
sence of coal was a drawback to the 
Province, but the development of 
electrical power from Niagara Falls 
would largely supply the want by the 
distribution of heat and power. He 
described the operations now in pro- 
gress for generating electrical power 
at the Falls, where 50,000 horse- 
poWer Was now being developed on 
the American side. In developing 
power on the Canadian side they 
would be able to avail themseives of 
the experience thus gained and of 
ihe recent improvements in electrical 
science. In 10 years he believed that 
the Falls would not only supply 
power, but heat for domestic pur- 
poses to the whole Province. The 
industrial development of the Pro- 
vince would be greatly aided by 
.technical education and he urged a 
liberal support of Technical Schools. 
Agriculture, however, was the back- 
bone of the country, and it was im- 
portant that young farmers should 
be as thoroughly trained and edu- 
cated as if théy were going to fol- 
a profession. As regards “ the 
queStion of the traffic in intoxicating 
liquors there were many issues to 
be considered and he hoped it would 
be carefully thought out without any 
attempt to make a political football 
out of it. He preaicted that the ver— 
dict of the cumpaign next spring 
would confirm that of the recent 
bye-elections. (Applause-)

THE PROHIBITION QUESTION 


REVIEWED BY JUDGE Mc- 


INTYRE, OF WHITBY. 


The BH. forcement of Bxtreme Liquor 
Regulations Result in Men Becoming 
Trajned to False Swearing. 

Judge MeIntyro, (formerly of this 
town), In addressing the grand Jury 
at the December sessions at Whitby 
spoke as follows: 

The decision of the Privy Council 
on the Manitoba MWiquor Act has 
again brought the question of pru- 
hibition prominently before the peo- 
ple of this proyines, and have no 
doubt the question will haye to he 
dealt with by your representatives 
in the legislature and perhaps by 
the eleclors of the proyinece under a 
Referendum, by whieh the electors 
can cast thelr yoles to say whether, 
or not such a lasy' os the Manitoba 
Liquor Act shall become law in this 
prov ir In so far as this law and 
the enforcement of it touches the 
odministration of Justice I feel it 
my duty to say a fey. words to you. 
{ haye no desire, and Ido not intend 
to enter into the question of prohib- 
\tion any further than to say that 
absolute prohibition would be av 
great hoon to this coun'try, while an 
abortive attempt to enforee prohl- 
bition would be by far a greater 
curse then all the poverty and desol- 
ation which the trial off the liquor 
usuages aod customs of the country 
aro often found to befall many of 
our fellow-citizons, and through 
them afflict the boly politic. Al 
thoughtful men who haye given {lo 
(raits of liquor legislation carefal 
attention in this and olher eoun- 
(rics are ogreed that the value of 
such legislation depends not upon 
its being put on the statute book 
ond made the law of the land, but 
upon the suceess of its enforcement, 
onc that failure in! enforcing tho 
law ertails more evils upon the com- 
tnmty than are suffered under the 
present system. These men further 
agree fthat it requires 
yoluine of public sentiment to en-= 
force all kinds of restrictive Mquor 
laws, and thi more restriction the 
greater volume of publle opinion is 
required in its favor. The Premier 
of the Dominion’ and his party re- 
fused to enact a Prohibitory Liquor 
law because there was not sufficient 
public sentiment behind it to on- 
forea lt, as disclosed by the Plebis- 
cite, although. there was a majority 
in its favor throughout the whole 
Dominion. This view had been some 
time ago expressed by a leading pro- 
hibitionist on the other side of polit- 
ies. Speaking on this subject on the 
8rd of June, Hon. Geo. E. Foster, as 
I find reported in one of the leading 
daily papers tho following day, ad- 
mitted there jas a difference of 
opinion among prohibitionists, cte. 
The present law being the Crooks 
Aet is reasonably well enforced by 
Teason of the volume of public opin- 
lon in its favon and Its acceptance 
by ths liquon dealer. The Seott Act 
became a faure for want of actise 
public sentiment in its favor. even 
when carried by large majorities, 
and tho greater resistance to it by 
those whose trade it was intended 
to suppress. It is tha experience of 
all that this public sentiment in fas_ 
or of tho law is as necessary as 
fovernm=nt machinery. I have 
found it necessary to make these 
preliminary remarks in order to lead 
you up to tha point Lwish to make 
ae touching the manner in which the 
administration of justice is affected 
by the moving of the necessary ma-

MILNER SAYS FIGHT 


No Use to Threaten Boers, and 
no Use to Wheedle Them 


LORD MILNER’S LATEST SPEECH, 


Fidgeting About Negotiations For Peace 
Would Not Bring the End of the War 
Nearer—The Only Way Was the 
Continual Pressing of the Enemy * 
—Boer Delegates in Holland 

Changing Their View. 


London, Jan. 11.—At a local ban- 
quet given in Johannesburg ‘Thurs- 
day night Lord Milner, the British 
High Commissioner in South Africa, 
made a long speech on the Situa- 
tion, and expressed his belief that 
the Storm cloud overhanging Africa 
had burst, that the great cataclysm 
was now behind instead of before, 
and then men breathed more freely. 

After strongly denouncing the tac- 
tics of the British pro-Boers, Lord 
Milner declared: 

“The war will end all the sooner 
if we apply a steady phy ‘al pres- 
gure without fidgeting about nego- 
tiations. Tt is uscless to threaten 
‘and useless to wheedle. The only 
thing is imperturbably to squceze 
and to keep our clemency and con- 
ciliation, both execllent in their pro- 
per Places, for the Boers who  sur- 
render, instead of lavishing 4t in 
blandishments upon those who con- 
tinue the fight.’’ 

Champions Peace With Loers. 

London, Jan. 11—James Bryce 
(Liberal) member of Parliament for 
Aberdeen, in the course of a speech 
to his constituents at Aberdeen yes- 
terday, advocated making generous 
terms with the Boers. He said ~-he 
was more Concerned for the country 
than for the Liberal party, and 
would welcome any ministry, how- 
ever composed, that would conclude 
an honorable peace. Mr. Bryce be 


lieved the country was tired of a 
ministry which had proved itself 
incapable of keeping peace or con- 


ducting a successful war. 
Walting Her iMusbands Fate. 


Chicago, Jan. 11.—Mrs. Alice An- 
thony of San Francisco is at the 
Auditorium, awaiting the fate of her 
husband, Dr. R. S, Anthony, who 
was to have been iried on the 
charge of high treason Jan. 7 by a 
@ court in the British army in South 


Africa. Mrs. Anthony came from 
Washington, where she went to in- 
tercede for her husband. There she 


learned he had been arrested about 
two months ago on two specific 
charges, that of furnishing oid and 
comfort to the enemy and intrigue. 
Dr. Anthony formerly lived in San 
Francisco, and was practicing medi- 
cine in Cradock, South Africa, when 
he enlisted in the Boer army. Mrs. 
Anthony left Cradock with her chil- 
Gren last winter and has been living 
in San Francisco ever since. She 
has been attempting to enlist the 
services of this Government in secur- 
ing the release of her husband. 


Warefooted Meer Stormers. 


Durban, Jan. 10.—Private infor- 
mation states that Dewet’s surprise 
of the British at Tweefontein was 
complete. Leaving 200 men to 
guard his laager, Dewet headed 
north with the bulk of his force on 
a Clever feinting movement. Doub- 
ling back after dark the Boers 
climbed barefooted up the dingerous 
precipice, upon which Col. Firman’s 
force had pitched its camp, 
and which was the head of the 
blockhouse line going to Bcthlchen. 

Boers Look For Peace. 

Amsterdam, Jan. 11—The JBoer 
delegates in Holland evidently antici- 
pate that some kind of peace over— 
tures will shortly be forthcoming, 
though they are reticent as to their 
teasons for this belief. Tbey main- 
tain. however, that the demand for 
an unconditional surrender must be 
abandoned. It is privately admitted 
the delegates will re 
ject what they call “‘any fair offer of 
terms.’’ 

Call For More 3en. 


London, Jan. 11.—The War office 
has issued a call for 9,396 infantry 
volunteers gradually to replace those 
now serving in South Africa. 

A Company Chiropodist. 

London, Jan. 11—The pedal ex- 
tremities of the soldier have long 
been a matter of anxiety to his offi- 
cers, and one of the preliminaries -to 
a long march in South Africa is al- 
ways “feet inspection.?’ In future 
every regiment will have its own 
chiropodist. 

Another Canadian Wounded, 


Ottawa, Jan. 11.—The following 
from the British army orders applies 
to Canada: “The war services of 
officers engaged in South Atrica from 
the outbreak of hostilities until Nov- 
29, 1900, will be recorded in the of- 
ficial army list, and officers com- 
manding units should include in 
their regular return an appendix 
showing the services of afficers under 
their command.”” 

His Pxcellency the Governor-Gen- 
eral has received the following cn- 
blegram from the Casualty Depart- 
ment in South Africa: Cape Town, 
Jan. 9.—Following casualty re 
ported at junction of Zand and Vet 
Rivers, Jan. 4: South African 
constabulary severely wounded, John 
Henry French, shoulder.

PROHIBITION IN P.E.L 


The Supreme Court in Latest Judgment 
Sustains the Act. 


Charlottetown, P.B.I., Jan. 15.— 
The Supreme Court yesterday morn- 
ing delivered judgment as to the va- 
lidity of the Prohibition Act. The 
decision arose ott of application by 
Angus McDonald to remove by cer- 
tiorari a record of a conviction 
made against him to the Supreme 
Court on the ground that the Pro- 
hibition Act is ultra vires. The 
Judges were unanimous in sustaining 
the law. McDonald's application 
was dismissed. 

A Prohibition Act on the same 
linos as the Manitoba Act went into 
force in the Province of Prince Bd- 
ward Island last spring. It pro- 
hibits the sale of intoxicants within 
the province, but does not prohibit 
the importation, so that it does 
not interfere with Dominion re- 
venues in the same way that it has 


been declared the Manitoba Act 
does interfere. 
There is a peculiarity, however, 


about the Prince Edward Island Act. 
The Scott Act was in force in 
every county and town of the pro- 


vince, except the city of Charlotte- afterwards.

AU cheese shall be given proper care 
after sale until delivery, and any 
dispute as to neglect of care after, 
sale, as to weights, boxing or de- 
livery shall be decided by, arbitra- 
tion under the rules of exchange 
Ali cheese shall weigh at its delivery.

the weight marked on the box and 
no fraction of a pound shall ba 
marked upon the box. The weight 
shall be invoiced by tle figures 
marked on the box.” The clause was 
adopted.

London, Jan. 18.—Reuter’s Tele- 
gram Company has received the 
following despatch from Amsterdam: 
“According to trustworthy infor- 
mation, Dr. Kuyper, the Dutch Pre- 
mier, recently intimated to the Boer 
delegates the desirability, in view 
of Lord Rosebery’s speech at Ches- 
terfield of their giving some inti- 
mation to the British Government 
of tho basis upon which they would 
entertain peace negotiations. 

“Dr. Kuyper pointed out the im- 
probability of any of the great 
powers intervening in South Africa 
in the noar future and suggested that 
he be allowed informally to sound 
his friends in London, in the hope 
of a somi-oflicial response. 


“The Dutch Premier accordingly 
met Abraham Fischer, the leader 
of the Boer delegates, ond others 


ot Brussels, where a long conference 
was held, after which Dr. Kuyper 
proceeded to London. ‘The result of 
his visit, if any has been attained, 
is not yet known. 

“Tt is understood that Dr. Kuy- 
per distinctly assured the Boers that 
Holland, under no circumstances, 
would act as an intermediary. 

“Dr. Leyds, the representative in 
Burope of the Transvaal, is expect- 
ed shortly at The Hague.’’ 


CONCENTRATION CAMPS. 


What the Imperial Blue Book Just Issued 
Has to Say of Them. 


London, Jan. 18.—A blue book is- 
sued yesterday morning on the sub- 
fect of the concentration camps in 
South Africa contains further detail- 
ed explanations from Lord Milner, 
the English High Commissioner, and 
Lord Kitchener, as to the causes of 
the excessive death rate in the camps 
and refutations of the charges of 
cruelty. 

Lord Kitchener emphatically den- 
ies Commandant Schalkburger 
charges of forcible removal and ox- 
Posure of pregnunt women, and oth- 
er accusations of rough and cruel 
treatment, and says: 

“I offered Botha to leave the fam- 
ilies and relatives of fighting burgh- 
ers in undisturbed possession of their 
farms if Botha would agree to spare 
the farms of the families of the sur- 
rendered burghers. Botha emphatical- 
ly refused, saying—‘I am entitled to 
focre every man to join, and if they 
do not join to confiscate their pro- 
perty and leave (their families on the 
veldt.’ ”’

The Attorney-General introduced a 
bill to amend the jurors act. It 
provides that the county selectors of 
jurors may determine that the coun- 
ty court shall sit at the same time 
as the High Court, and that the 
same set of jorors may be used at 
both courts. It also provides that 
clerks of courts may, if there is no 
business for the courts, give the 
sheriff five days’ notice to that ef- 
fect, and the sheriff in turn shall 
notify the jurors not to attend. 
No fees or mileage is to be allowed 
to jurors who attend after having 
received notica not to do so. but 
any juror who might attend in good 
faith and not haying been notified 
to the contrary, will be allowed pay 
for one day only. 

A bill will be introduced by Mr. 
Lee (East Kent) to amend the elec- 
tion act by providing that mariners 
and trainmen muygvote where they 
have resided for two days prior to 
the elections. Mr. Lee’s object, he 
says, is to prevent managers, etc., 
of companies from depriving” their 
employes of a vote should they dif- 
fer from them politically, by send- 
ing them away on the day of the 
elections.

THE PROMIBITION QUESTION. 


, Much nae been said, and written 
poth for and against prohibition 
since ihe Imperial Privy Council 
banded out its decision that the Man- | 
Sitoba Act was Intra vires. There be 
ing a very strong temperance senti- 
ment in Ontario, as disclosed by the 
Dominion Plebiscite taken a couple 
pf years ago, it Is but natural that 
ihe Manitoban attempt to limit the 
traffic in intoxicants should have 
bad the effect of infusing new vigor 
into the friends of temperance’ in 
ihis province. Some of the leaders 
jn the cause have takep the bold 
stand that Premier Ross and his 
government are in duty bound to 
pass probibitory legislation on the 
strength of the expressions of opin- 
jon already secured from the peo- 
ple, but the concensus of opinion of 
leaders in the religious press and in 
tho denominational educational in- 
stitutions is in favor of a referen- 
dum on the prohibition question and 
ihe recording of not less than one- 
balf of the total vote favorable to 
lhe measure before it becomes law. 
The Westminster, the high-clasz 
Presbyterian weekly published in To- 
Fonto, has from the outset been’ a 
Warm advocate of a referendum, 
end it has declared itself strongly 
in favor of having two-thirda of the 
full number of votes polled, or one- 
half of the total vote cast for prohi- 
bition before such act becomes lawsy. 
“Nothingwithstanding all that has 
besn said about the decisive charas- 
ter of the plebiscite on the abstract 
question of prohibition,’ says the 
‘Westminster, ‘itremains quite true 
that Ontario has never yet pro- 
DOuneed In fayor, of the partial and 
qualified prohibitory law which it 
ls within the power of the Ontario 
legislature ta enact. It should be 
distinctly understood that the best 
the Provincial government can do 
will not probibit manufacture, ex- 
portation and importation for priy- 
ate use within the province. Such’ 
prohibition is surely prohibition with 
a handicap, and not a few earnest 
temperance people do not greatly 
care for such a partial measure. 
More than that, not a few prohibi- 
tlonists would not favor such legis- 
lation unless it couid be shown that 
the sentiment of the province is 
positively and conscientiously in its 
fayor. Sumptuary legislation is not 
lika a financlal by-law or a sugar 
best or pulpwood amendment; and 
\ts enforcement would be dicastrous 
if not impossible, without the support 
of the enlightened public opinion.” 
It refere to the opinions of the lead- 
Ing men given in that week's issue, 
and continues: “Tholr judgment is 
distinctly against enacting such 
legislation on a bare majority of the 
yotes polled, So far as we have been 
able to ascertain’ the opinion of all 
who haye seriously faced the ques- 
tion, as it now presents /tself in On- 
tarlo, except the most extreme pro- 
hibitionists, ts in line wth that judg- 
ment.

ease of prohibition.” 

Chancellor Burwash, of Victoria, 
favors a referendum, “The referen- 
dum to be satisfactory shonld first 
‘of all call ont a substantial yote, 
say two-thirds of all the votors, 
and then give us a clear majority 
of all the votes cast.” 

Principal Sheraton, of Wyellffa, 
ways: “It seoms to me that the vote 
weeessary should not be less than 
three-fourths. In the Dominion

Rey. Dr. Petts writes; “Pcohibi- 
tory legislation is not like any other 
kind of legislation, and it is of thie 
(iret importance that tt be support- 
ed by a yery decided public opinion. 
I would regard prohibitory legists 
tion on a re majority vote as¢ 
moralizing to the temperance ca 
in! Ontario. In this eyant of a ref- 
erendum the bighest interests of 
temperance would, in my judgment, 
b> best served by requiring from 
sixty to seventy per cent. of tha 
yotes polled, as a condition of such 
legislation belng made law.” Rov. 
Dr, Warden's opinion is that, “should 
the government deckle on the refer- 
endum there ought, in my judgment, 
to bo in favor of prohibition at least 
two-thirds of the vote polled, and 
this two-thirds should constitute 
considerably more than 50 per cent. 
of the votes of the province. To be 
effective, alaw must accord with! 
iho conscience of the people; other- 
wiso its violation will almost cer- 
tainly be winked at, and law Itself 
brought Into disrepute.” 

Tho attitud2 of the Anghcan 
church ag a body or! tha prohibition 
question js fairly put forth! by the 
Chureh Record, in the following 
paragraph; “We will say frankly 
that wo rather dread a revival of 
political agitation on tho question 
of prohibition. The temperance 
canse is making rapld progress in’ 
this country. In tho rural distriets 
a, drpnkep man ts a much rarer spec- 
taclo than twenty years ago. Our 
young men are for the most part 
sober, and they leavo drink alone, 
not beeauso this elvil law, says they 
must. but because o deeper law of 
well-being is froely accepted by 
them. At ths recent medical ban. 
quet in the University of Toronto, 
by general consent of professors and 
students, no intoxleating liquors 
were served. Those who can re- 
member the scenes of such banquets 
@ quarter of a century ago may 
well thank God and take courage.” 

The utterances of the Westmins- 
ter, the Christian Guardian, the 
Baptist. and other church papers,

TOWN SOLICITOR HOPKINS’ OPINION 


He Holds that the Re-elected Members of Last 
Year’s Council are not Disqualified, 


Lindsay, Jun 48th. ‘02.

RE SINKING FUND. 
Dear Sir,—! have considered the 
sstion of the dealings with the 


rund, 
you and 
others members of the Council, and 
am of the opinion, that{ you are, pot 
in any way disqualified. Tho sta- 
tute, sec. 418, sub-section 8, provides 
(hat in the evept of the Council of 
municipality diverting any sink- 
Ing func) for current or other ex- 
penditure, the members who yote for 
(he same shall be disqualified for two 
years. Now, ln order to bring Mny 
membor within this sechion 1 is ne- 
eessary to prove that Hoe yoted for 
diverting some sinking fund for, cur- 
rent or other expenditure; pot that 
be voted for Investing It improperly, 
but tht ha vote’ for using it Jm- 
properly for current’ or other ex- 
penditure. The penalty for taking 
part in an improper investment is 
an entirely djfferent matter. andis 
provided for by section 425 which 
provides that any momber so doing 
shali be personally liable for any 
loss and that Is the only penalty 
provided. It does not provide for 
Wesquallfication, and simply means 
that if a member voled for an In- 
vestment in a security not author- 
ized, and any loss is sustained, the 
member js liable for, the loss, but) {if 
thore is no loss thera is no penalty. 


Now, {the facts, os I understand 
them, are: the town owned two 
mortgages, amounting to $960.80, 


bearing interest at 6 per cent. on 
town property, given in part pay- 
ment for Queen’s Square. These 
were considered or treated as part 
of a Park Fund, but under what au- 
thority I am not aware. But not 
being immediately required for park 
purposes, and money being urgently 
required for extensions to tha Wat 
terworks to Rider & Kitchener, 
The Rathbun Co. and R. M Beal 
Leather Co., the Council of 1900 (not 
1901) decided to dispose of these, 
mortgages and lend tha money: to 
the Water Commissioners for that 
purpose. At the same time the tosn 
had on hand considerable money be- 
longing {to thr Collegiate Sinking 
Fund deposited in the bank, bearing 
Interest at 8 per cent. and other 
moneys invested on mortgage at 4 
per cant. It wae thought that it 
would be in the Interest of the town 
to Invest the Sinking Fund; in these 
mortgages, which were known to 
be perfectly good, and thus get 6 


| per cent. interest, instead of sell- 


ing the mortgages to a private 
party and letting him! get the bene- 
fit, and accordingly a by-latw was 
passed on 3rd Dec., 1900, providing 
for the investment of the Sinking 
Fund in these mortgages, and thus 
securing six per cent. inter- 
est instead of 8 per cent. Now, 
strictly speaking, the statute re- 
quires investment in farm’ mort- 
Gages, but as the mortgages already 
belonged to the town and were 
known to bo perfectly. good, and as 
the town gained’ 3 plc., or over $28 
yearly, besides saving the cost of 
assigning two mortgages, withi reg- 
Istry fees, etc., it was thought wise 
to do this, and the only penalty that 
I can sce is that any member who 
Voted for it might be liable in case 
of loss, which there is no possibil- 
ity fof, in fact I would be delighted 
at the chance of giving a cheque 
ond taking ihe mortgages at once. 
Tt would have been money in my 
pocket to have them sold, as I wonld 
biave had the cost of transfers, etc., 


! and why any ratepayer should object 


to any transaction so beneficial to 


the toyo is beyond my Comprehen- 
slon, Were the Council to-morrow, 
to lend part of the Sinking Fund 
on a town property, that would pot 
disqualify them, and this ig all that 
transaction amounted to. The only 
thing done by the Connell of 1901 
was to pass a resojution on August 
19th, which is verbatim as follows; 

“That the sum of $1127.01, made 
up 2g follows; Cash on hand Janu- 
ary 1st, i901, $116.24; cash! receiv- 
cd on April 12th, 1901, on account 
of principa)! of Corporation Mortgage 
No. 2, $50.00, and proeeceda of Cor- 
poration Mortgages 1 and 2 trans- 
ferred to the Collegiate Institute 
Sinking Fund account and tho pro- 
ceetls advanced to tho Board of Wa- 
ter Commissioners and by them, re- 
funded to this Corporation, $960,80, 
ba and the same is hereby set apart 
as 2 Park [Improvement Fund, and 
that all expenditures for Park Im- 
provement during the present year 
be charged to the sald fund.’—Car- 
clea. 

d understand this resolution was 
prepared by the Auditor, who agk- 
ed to have it passed as a matter, 
of form, and the question is: Did 
they (the Council) thereby yote for 
the diverting of tha Sinking Fund 
for cnrrent or other expenditure? 
The resolution does not say so, and I 
(lo not see how’ such! a, construction 
can be put! upon the. same. All that 
thio resolution says is that a certain 
sum of $1,127.04, made gp of $116.24 
cash on hand, and $960.80 receiy- 
ed from Water Commissioners, be set 
apart asa Park Fund. This appears 
to me to be quite proper. Certain 
mortgages belonging to the Park 
Fund had been disposed of. by the 
Couneil of 1900 and loaned to the 
Water Commissioners. When the 
amount was repald by the Water 
Commissioners it was quite proper 
to put it back In the Park Fund. 
This resolution in' no way authorizes 
the taking of any money from the 
Sinking Fund. That had been done 
long before under the by-law’ pass- 
ed in December, 1900, and no author- 
ity for it was required, and if there 
was the resolution does not profess 
to give it, but only recites thal it 
had been done, shewing the reason 
for putting the money recelyed from 
the Water Commissioners to the 
Park Fund. And as it is only! by 
yoting for a diversion of they Funds 
that disqualifies, I do not sea how 
4 councillor cay be held, by voting 
for a resolution, to have voted for 
something which ths resolution’ not 
only does not, but does not profess, 
to authorize. 

To sum up, the Collegiate Institute 
Sinking Fund is intact, not a dol- 
lar has been diverted therefrom, 
and no councillor that 1 can find 
ever (in the words of the statute) 
voted for diverting any part of it 
for current or other expenditure. 
The Council of 1900 authorized the 
investing of $980.60 in certain mort- 
gages supposed to belong to ‘the 
Park Fund, and tho payment of tha 
proceeds to the Water Commission- 
ers. And when the Water Commis- 
sioners returned the same in 1901 
the Council directed that amount be 
placed back to tho credit of the Park 
Fund where it is to-day, less the 
amount spent for park purposes. The 
town, instead of suffering any !oss, 
have gained by having part of the 
Collegiate Institute Sinking Fund at 
6 per cent. instead of deposited’ in 
_the Bank at 8 per cent. If any per- 
son doubts that these mortgages are 
good, and thinks that thera is danger 
of loss to the Sinking Fund, I shall 
be. glad of the chance to purchase 
theny at their face value at once —

£i the following sketch of an old 
Lindsay boy under the heading, “Mep 
of this District: 

Neil McDougall, son of the 
Sheriff MeDougall, was bora at Lind- 
say, Out., in 1855, and educated 2t 
the High School there. He joined the 
Hudson's Bay Co., under Uhisf Face 
jor Cclin Rankin, of the Upper Ot 
tawa District, coming to Fort Wil- 
liam in 1875 under the late Gov.

DANGER IN SUNDAY LABOR 


Sudden Deaths of Pilots and Engineer 
Arousing Attention. 

Niagara Times; The cases are 
Growing startlingly more pumerous 
Of railway engineers, of Pilots and 
motormen, dying instantly at their 
posts. The lives and limbs of scorer, 
blandreds, are thus imperilled. The 
pilot of a crowded New York City 
ferry was recently found at a criti- 
cal moment, stiff in death. The en- 
gineer of a lightning express, run- 
bing at full speed on a “slovw? sec~ 
tion, with his hand on the lever, 
dead. June 18th, 1900, a Chicago 
motorman did not stop as usual at a 
steam-road crossing, and an engine 
grazed the rear of his electric car 
loaded with passengers. He was 
found with staring eyes, stone dead.

Therefore, “pious” rea— 
sons aside, there is danger to life and 
property in Sunday steam and trol- 
ley trayel. Danger every day in the 
Week because of it. The cruel 
tyranny of Sunday work, thus en- 
foreed on laboring men, has made 
white slaves of millions of our count 
trymen. It is no longer safe to ride 
on sleeper or day trains, on’ trolley 
or ferry; and capital and labor both 
bave cause to ery out against Sun- 
day work as an enemy. Do we help 
this enemy, by Influence or by ex 
ample, in favor of Sunday york in 
any form ?

GEANTS FOR GOOD ROADS. 


Conditions Upon Which They are Made 
—One Million to be Spent 

AU the last cassion of the lezis- 
lature $1,000,000 was set apart for 
the purpose of assisting municipal- 
ities in constructing permanent 
Toads. Certain conditions hare to be 
complied with but all are reasonable. 
They are as follows: 

1. The steepness of hills will not 
exceed a rise of one foot in trelve. 
That roadway graded for traf_ 

fic will bein the centre of the road 

allowance and will haye a uniform 
width of twenty-four feet between 
ths inside edges of the open ditches 

The width of the roadway on cuts 

and fills will not ba less than’ eigh- 

teen feet. 
%. Side slopes in cuts and fills will 
be one and one-half feet horizontal 
! fo one foot yertical. 

4. Ths “crown™ given the newly 
finishe! roadway will be uniform and 
baye a rise of one inch to the foot 
fronr the eige of the ditch’ to the 
centh of the road: 

5. The centre roadway will be me- 
tailed with gravel or broken stone 
to a wiith and depth sufficient to 
ferm a serviceable road having due 
tegard to the character of the traf. 
Oe. 

6. Tho gravel or broken stone us- 
ed on the road will, preferably, be 
obtained in the vicinity of the road, 
bud must be of good quality. 

7. Where roads have heretofore 
bad eravel or broken stone place up- 
on them, thay will be repaired by 
cutting off shoulders, shaping with’ 
& grader, and adding sufficient 
amount of gravel or broken stone to | 
fil ali depressions, properly crown 
and make a road sufficiently stronz 
to accommodate travel. 

8. As a rule the gravel or stone 
Should not be of tess width than 8 
feet, nor of a less deptb in the cen- 
tre than nine inches. 

9. he gravel or broken stone | 
placed on any roadway should be 
thoroughly rolled; otherwise the 
rade must be maintained by care- 
ful raking and scraping until com- 
pact by triffie. : 

10. Open drains will be given a 
sufficient fall to a free outlet. 

11. Durable sluicss and culyerts 
will be placed under the road where 
necessary. 

12. Tile underdrains will be laid so | 
at to carry away excessive sub-soill 
water, lower to the waterline, and 
Secure a dry road-bed wherever a 
moist, damp or spring condition of 
sub-soil exists. 

18. Modern machinery and imple- 
ments will be used as far’ as pos- 
sible to secure the greatest resuits 
from the expenditure and to provide 
(he best work. 

d4. When, owing to special local 
conditions, any departure from the 
foregcing regulations may be desir_ 
ed, upon application of the Council 
an examination of the road or roads 
{n question will be made free of 
charge by an engineen of the Pob- 
lic Works Department fpr tho pur- 
posa of deciding upon a suitable 
plan.

AND A GARRISON FINISH. 

A Star Play by J, D. Flavelie a Feature 
of the 22nd Bnd. 

When it became known in town 
eireles that the Peterborough 
Thistles had son their round in the 
Ontario Tankard primaries, the 
Lindsay curlers knew that they had 
their work cut out for them! and 
they expected that they would have 
to play thir very best game to come 
out on toy. Ths two clubs have met 
mapy times on the lee and the bat- 
tle has always been of the keenest, 
but never was the contest so close 
and exciting, and tho finish of such 
a garrison sort, a5 Tuesday. Wm. 
MeLennan played in Peterborough 
lagainst T. Rutherford, and as score 
shows, after the eighth end he grad- 
ually pulled away from his opponent 
and on the eighteenth end the score 
stood McLennan 18, Rutherford 9. 
Tbe mucteenth end yielded four for 
Peterboro, and in the twentieth end 
they scored 5. Thus In two ends 
they made half their total score, but 
despito these large counts 'MecLen- 
pan pulled his rink out four shots 
to the good and won the mateh for, 
Lindsay. 

The number of spectators who wit- 
nessed the game In Lindsay was very 
large and many of them were ladles. 


Peterboro started the score, se- 
curing 2 on the first end. lavelle 
came back with a four aud two 


singles, and the score stood Flavelle 
6, Ray 2. Teterboro in the next 
two cnds scored 7 points and thus 
secured a, lead. This they kept until 
th end, and though they tried hard 
could not succeed, in increasing 
it very materially, and the Lind 
say men could not wipe out; the 
nearest they ever came was at the 
end of the elghth end, when tlie score 
stood Ray 9, Flavelle 8 

About this time news commenced 
coming from Peterboro abont the 
MeLennan game, and as this waa 
of a favorable nature the spectators 
always kept up hope that the two 
rinks would puil out on top.

Representation in the Senate. 

The addition of five elected mem- 
bers to the present Yukon Council. + 

The division of the territory into 
electoral districts, and the setting 
apart of money for election expenses 


Control of the liquor traffic in the 
Yukon. 
The nomination of an Inland Rey- 
enue officer in the Yukon. t 
The right to establish breweries. 
The setting apart of funds for the 
Maintenance of schools and roads. 

The right for the Yukon Council to 
adopt all ordinances relative to Yu- 
kon matters independently of the Ot- 
tawa Government, which, however, 
should retain the right of veto on 
Yukon statutes. 


LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY,

Irish Questions. i 
London, Jan. 17.—King Wdward 
opened Parliament yesterday after- 


noon with a ceremonial in-all essen- 
tinl respects similar to that of Web- 
ruury last. 

After robing, King Edward and | 
Queen Alexandra entered the House 
of Peers, and occupied their thrones 
beneath o canopy, with the Prince 
and Princess of Wales on either side 
of them. Tho other members of the 
royal family were sented on chairs 
at tho foot of the steps leading to 
tho throne. 

The speech was not an important 
utterance. His Majesty referred in 
gratified terms to the world tour of 
the Princo and Princess of Wales, 
expressed regret that the war in 
South Africa was not concluded, said 
he trusted the decision of the sugar 
conference would lead to the aban- 
donment of bounties, und noted: the 


conclusion of the Isthmiun Canal 
treaty.

This ied 
to an unprecedented scene in the 
House of Lords, Peers and Peeresses 
and high officers of state broke out 
into a prolonged cheer, which was 
repeated again and again to the evi- 
dent satisfaction of His Majesty, but 
to the apparent dismay of the offic- 
ials of the House.

Harl Spencer (Liberal) criticizing | 
the address, said that, while he re- 
cognized the impossibility of grant- 
ing the Boer demands for independ- 
ence, yet he depreciated insisting on 
unconditional surrender. His Lord- 
ship urged the Government to prom- 
ise the Boers autonomy similar to 
the Governments of Australia and 
Canada. 

The Premier, Lord Salisbury, 
whose entrance into the House was 
greeted with hearty applause, said 
he was glad to hear the Earl of 
Spencer vent an utterance for which 
he, the Premier, had been frequently ° 
and unsparingly condemned. It was 
quite true that there was no possibil- 
ity of granting the Boers independ- 
ence. The Premier pleaded that 
they should not allow their  eager- 
ness to improve their party position, 
and make them forget the issue, 
whether or no Great Britain should 
be victor in the war. He reminded 
the opposition that a wrong settle 
iment now would impose grave diffi- 
culties and embarrassments upon the 
nation for many years to coime. 

Lord Salisbury continued by de 
fonding the martial law in South Af- ; 
rica, and urged the opposition to re- 
Member they were not dealing with 
the question whether they could make 
out « good case against the Govern- 
ment. Neither was it the Govern- 
ment’s business after being gratui- 
tously attacked to inform the Boers | 
on what terms they would be forgiv- 
en, especially since the Boers had 
not yet expressed a wish to be for- 
given. 

Replying to the Premier, Lord 
Rosebery said he favored a passive 
policy of peace, which would receive 
overtures when these were made, and 
that in this connection he wished to 
Imow the truth of the rumors con- 
cerning the visit to London of Dr. 
Kuyper, the Premier of Holland; had 
Dr. Kuyper brought such overtures? 

“Not so far as I know,’’ answered 
Lord Salisbury. 

“Have any overtures been received 
from the Boer leaders in Europe?”

London, Jan, 17.—A strong belief 
prevailed in financial circles here 


late yesterday, that negotiations for 
peace had been re-opened between 
the leading Boers and the British 
Government. Sotith African stocks 
rose in sympathy with the reports. 

The exact nature of what was go- 
ing on was nol known, but it was 
learned that leading Boers had  in- 
directly approached the Government, 
protesting against the appropriation 
of farms in the Transvaal and Or- 
ange River Colonies by British set- 
tlers, which system is now being rap- 
idly pushed, and that strong In@u- 
ence had been brought to bear on 
the Boer leaders to save at least ao 
vestige of property for their follow- 
ers. 

Whether what was passing yester- 
day between the Boers and the Brit- 
ish Goyernment can be termed peace 
negotiations, or what will be their 
result, can only remain speculation 
for the present. The stock exchange 
evidently takes «a hopeful view of the 


outcome. British consols, the best 
barometor of Imperial affairs, rose 
nearly half a point on the London 


Txchange. It is regarded as certain 
that the King would not have made 
his optimistic statement of Wednes- 
day had he not had assured informa- 
tion to go upon. 

Women Clung to Them. 


London, Jan, 17.—So fer as unre= 
strained public enthusiasm was con- 
cerned the opening of parliament 
spectacle Was nothing to what oc- 
curred earlier yesterday, when the 
Guards’ reinforcements left their 
barracks en route to South Africa,

paniment of bands. The songs and 
mousic, however, did not drown the 
crying of women, who clung to the 
necks and arms of almost every man 
of the contingent.

Ottawa, Jan. 17—Having ob- 
tained from the War Office permis- 
sion to have general Canadian 
freight carried on steamers for trans- 
portation of hay and other army 
supplies to Cape Town, the De- 
Partment of Agriculture has arrang- 
ed a plan for enabling manufacturers 
of food products, wood goods and 
agricultural machinery to forward 


consignments to South Africa at 
minimum  freights. The “freight 
charges from St. John, N.B., to 


Cape Town, S.A., including loading 
on the ships and discharging, will be 
at the rate of $5 per ton of forty 
cubic feet. The ocean freight must 


be prepaid to the Department of 
Agriculture, Ottawa, on or before 
the date of sailing. The Depart- 


ment, of course, accepts no respon- 
sibility for goods after they have 
been landed at South Africa, where 
they must be consigned to agents.

A POWER CONTRACT AWARDED. 


Involves $500,000 For Canadian Wheel 
Pit and In-Take Canal at Niagara 
Falls. 


Niagara Falls, Jan. 20.—Vice-Pres- 
ident Rankine of the Canadian Nia- 
gara Power Company yesterday an- 
nounced that the contract for the 
construction of the wheel-pit and in- 
take canal of the Canadian works 
has been awarded to Messrs. Daw- 
son & Reilly of St. Catharines. This 
contvact involves an expenditure of 
over half a million of dollars. 

The wheel-pit and in-take canal, 
which will be constructed in Queen 
Victoria Niagara Falls Park, will be 
on a large scale. The wheel-pit will 
be 175 feet long and parullel to the 
river with a width of 29 feet and 
160 feet deep. The power company 
has now awarded contracts amount- 
ing to one and three-quarters of a 
million of dollars. The largest of 
theso are the ones cited above to 
Dawson & Reilly, the tunnel to A. ©. 
Douglas, which is 2,200 feet in 
length, and the big circular coffer 
dam, which is nearly completed, by

The Late John Connolly. 
Wee are called upon this weck to re- 
cord tho death cf one of the oldest 
settlers 2nd piongers of tha township 
of Ops—Jelin Connolly, who died at 
his residence, Znd con. of Ops, on 
TuesJay, 25th inst., at about one 
o'clock p.am., after many months of 
physical suffering, surrounded Ly his 
family and friends. : 
Mr. Connolly was born in the town- 
ship of Cayaon, County cf Durham, 
Ont. nearly 75 years ago In or near, 
the yillage of Ballieobor, where his 
parents settled at an carly day. He 
was the only son of the late Nicholas 
Connolly, of Gps, who cama to Uan- 
oda from the town cf Fethered; Co. 
of Tipperary, Ireland, with his wife 
and one child—a daughter—who later, 
on became the wife of the late An- 
drew Costello, of the ist con. of Opa. 
This only sister died at the residence 
of her son, Mr. Francis Costello, some, 
two years ago, deeply regretted by, 
her only brother, Mr. Connolly. 
The deceased gentleman during his 
useful life, by the wili of the people 
of Ops, had filled the position of 
Reeve end Depaty-Reeve of th> towne 
Bhip for many years. When the 
County Council assembled in Peter- 
bore he was then a member of that 
body, and afterwards for many years 
A member of the County Council of 
the County of Victoria, and was very 
highly esteemed by his fellow mem- 
bers. In 1878 be was chosen as the 
liberal candidate to contest the rid- 
ing iv the Dominion elections, and 
put up a splendid fight, but was de- 
feated, ‘ 
When Mr. Connolly's filness became 
alarming the members of his family 
were summoned to his bedside, some 
from afar, and they responded to 
the call in haste ’to console their 
aged and loving fatker during the 
few weeks of life remainirge.

We take from the Peterboro Re- 
view the foliowing sketch of an ad- 
dress delivered the other day at the 
Peterboro Poultry Association Show 
by Mr. A. E. Silverwood, of this toiyn 
who is doing a great work in édu- 
eatips the farmers of the district 
to pay more attention to poultry 
breeding ; ' ( 

Th principal feature of the even- 
ing was an address by Mr. A. E) Sil- 
verwood, of Lindsay, who dealt ip a 
practical and interestiug manner 
With the poultry matter from a 
buyer's standpoint. Mr. Silverwood 
ls counected with the firm of Dundas 
&Visvelle Bros. Lindsay, and can 
speak authoritatively on almost any 
phase of the poultry question. He 
was introduced by the President, 
Mr. R. H. Leary. 

Mr. Silverwood urged, priucipally, 
that marketers should adopt every 
means of encouraging farmers to 
take a greater interest in raisinga 
better quality of poultry. The lack 
of greater discrimination ay to whe- 
ther a bird was fat and plump, or 
poor and scrubby, did not make for 
the wost desirable supply to tha 
market. Two fine dressed chickens 
of the Indian Game variety, both 
weighing over 13 pounds, were held 
up by Mr. Silverwood as repzesent- 
ing the kind of poultry that wae 
¥equired for 1 market purposes. 
People should see that it was worth 
whils ta the farmers lo supply such 
birds, they’ certainly meriting great- 
er value than the poor article. 
The farm was the starting place, 
and buyers and exporters echould hold 
out every possible inducement to the 
farmers for improvement. Tho firm 
of Dundas & flavelle, by offering 
2c. alb. extra for poultry that was 
of a high standard, had been able to 
secure 80 per cent. goo:l joultry, 
where previously they had only ob- 
tained 20 per cent. Suchi exhibitions 
as that at present belng held in the 
market hall should not be withont 
its great importance-to the farmers, 
and breeders of good poultry should 
endeavor to interest the farmers. 

It was sometimes claimed, und with 
Breall truth, that the export trade 
was robbing the country largely of 
good poultry, because home mark=t- 
ers are too ready and wiliing to 
accept, and, in fact, look for poor 
poultry, or are indifferent. Ths 
Town and County Councils, he tn- 
derstood, had not responded as 
teadlly as they shonid, whereas they 
should have displayed the greatest 
Interest in a matter of such! im- 
mense Importance. There was near- 
fy a3 much’ waste in’ a large bird 
ag in a small one, therefore it paid 
to purchase the finer bird. In en- 
couraging a better home market the 
export trade would co-operate, and 
Reuce there would be harmony where 
now clashing sometimes existed. 

Mr. Silverwood made a brief ref- 
erence ta the egg trade in passing, 
and recommenied that buyers insist 
that farmers should stamp eggs plac- 
2d on eale with the date upon which 
they were Jaid, thus securing a guar- 
antce that the eggs were all right. 

He made mention of the different 
kinds of poultry which he consider- 
ed good for market. The Leghorns 
and Minoreas were not to be found 
fault witb, but a larger breed was 
desirable. The Indin Game, the Dor- 
king and Buff Orkington were goou, 
the first named being a fayorite in 
the English market. The Wyandotte 
and Plymouth! Rock were more gen- 
eral varieties, anfl gave good re- 


salts. ‘(hie Woudan also is good, if 
properly raised A plump, blocky 
bird, with white flesh, white or yel- 


fow legs, and fine plump breast was 
the ldeal. There were five ways in 
which abird might be prepared for 
the market; The ist by the hap- 
hazard selection, regardless of fit- 
ness; 2nd, by feeding the entire flock 
for a short period before making 
selection. This plan sometimes Baye 
good results, but was not always 
advisable; 8rd, by feeding carefully 
lo small yards, a process that was 
generally approved of; 4th, by feed- 
Ing in coops espocialiy constructed, 
and, Sth, by the eramming machine, 
the latter two courses being re- 
commended by the government. Since

MR. CARNEGIE'S GIFT. 

! It is cause for general congratula; 
tion on the part of oun citizeng that 
Lindsay bas commenced to share in 
ino larger benevolences of the age. 
Tho magnificent git of a County 
Hospital, now approaching comple- 
tion, will perpetuate the name of 
the donor, Mr. James Ross, of Mont- 
real, a former citizen, who will be 
able to derive a kenp satisfaction 
from his generous act owing to his 
tmowledge of our great, peed for an 
Institution of the kind and the untold 
benefit it will confer upon the people 
pf Sonth and North Victoria. In 
addition to tbe more material ad- 
vantages tbe building will embellish 
the town from an architectural 
point of view, and will constitute the 
town's principal attraction in’ ¥ire 
eyes of our visitors. 

| Now: we have the welcome an- 
nonncement that Mr. Andrew Car- 
negie, the retired steel magnate, Who 
jg bestowing bis wealth in grants to’ 
educational institutions and Public 
Libraries, has looked favorably up- 
pn the request forwarded some 
months ago op behalf of Lindsay, 
and has signified bis willingness to 
grant $10,000 for a model Free Pub- 
lic Library building on condition that 
A free site is secured and $1,000 
yearly guaranteed for. maintenance. 
The Library Board is already as- 
gured of the revenue, being entitled 
to ‘a half-mill on the total assessmeat 
of the town, which will this year 
exceed $2,000,000 for the first time, 
and as the town owns several suit- 
able sites the grant is practically 
earned ai the present moment. The 
amount is sufficient to erect and 
equip a very fine Library building, 
the plans for which, we understand, 
sre furnished by tha donor. It is 
Important that the site be selected 
with a view to the town’s growth 
and {oture needs, and tho choice 
ghonld not be made hastily. It is 
Just possible that some generous citi- 
zen may make the task easy by do- 
nating a site. 

ARE OUR BUSINESS MEN 
MISSING CHANCES ? 


On several occasions The Post has 
called attention! to the desirableaessa 
of Lindsay’s position as a location 
for afurpiture factory and foran 
Industry turning out woodenware 
"notions." Tho securing of Messrs. 
Rider & Kitchener's vencer and ex- 
celsior factory was a step im the 
right direction, and the starting of 
a box, stave and heading factory 
by the Kennedy & Davis Co. was 
apother. But there seems to be a 
brisk demand in ‘the market for 
wooden butter dishes, broom and 
mop handles, and small articles class- 
ed as “novelties,” and the Canada 
Wood Specialty Co., of Orillia, seams 
to {ind the trade a very profitable 
one. In less than twelve months the 
company turned out and disposed of 
nino miliion butter dishes, 50 car- 
loads of broom handles, 40,000 to the 
car, and are nov, filling an order 
for an English firm for 32,000 chairs 
to be shipped to South Africa. In ad- 
dition a great quantity of small 
wares was turned out, and the out- 
outlook for the coming year is 
bright. The company is composed of 
local men. Here jn Lindsaywe 
thould neglect no opportunity to pro- 
mote enterprises which will take the 
glace of our lumber and shingle mills 
when the suitable timber becomes 
exkausted or it becomes no longer 
profitable to transport it as far og 
this town. 

Again it is the opimon of a num- 
ber, of shrewd citizens that a canoe 
and yacht factory In’ Lindsay would 
bo a profitable industry. Eight or 
ten years ago the small boats turned 
put by Pat Doris were considered 
to b®2 superior to the Peterboro 
canoes, and even to-day the owner 
of a Doris Rob-Roy in good condition 
cannot bs tempted to part With! tho 
eraft. The models can secured for 
& reasonable sum. With Lindsay as 
the gateway ‘to the Kawartha 
Lakes, and o great tourist traffie 
in prospect, there is likely ito be 
a brisk demand for canoes, skiffs 
and sailing and power yachits In the 
near future. If our business men fail 
ta provide for the trade the orders 
wili be placed In Peterboro or else- 
where. Messrs. Perrin’ and Irwin, we 


understand haye established a small 
factory. If once of our moneyed men 
would invest a. little capital ‘In the 
enterprise, and 50 placo it on a prop- 
er footing, we feel confident} thiat 
a largo trade would speedily develop.

A GRAIN ROUTE. 


Tho New York Central has gob- 
bled up the Canada Atlantic Railway, 
yet this Dominion has not gone into 
mourpiug. Tha Vanderbilts do not 
acquire properties to keep then 
dle, and in making their Canadian 
road remunerative they will bring 
a lot of traffic to Canadian ports. 
Tho Canada Atlantic has a good har- 
bor at its terminus on Georgian Bay, 
near Parry Sound. It turns south 
from Ottajva to Coteau on the St. 
Lawrence, crosses that river and 
enters the Province of Quebec, with 
convections to New York and to 
Montreal. It will be extended to 
Leyis, where it will have an ocean 
port in summer, and connection with 
St. John and Halifax by the Inter- 
colonial all the yearn round. The 
grain from Chicago, Duluth and Port 
Arthur will be carried over the 
Canada Atlantic in larga quantities, 
and Canadians will bea employed in 
the work of transportation. Un- 
der the Booth management, with 
pocrer facilities than those which the 
Vanderbilts will be able to supply, 
the Canada Atlantic has done a 
profitablo business, It will soon take 
Its place as one of Canada’s trunk 
lines of railway.

County Detective Needed. 
(To the Editor of The Post.) 

Dear Sir,—Will you allow me space 
in your valuable journal to offer a 
few suggestions to our County of- 
ficiale as to the necessity of are- 
organization of the County con- 
stables. In Victoria there are a good 
ly number of constables in differ- 
ent parts of the county, but, who 
knows them, or where to Jook for 
them, when they are wanted. Where 
can ths list be seen? I venture to 
assert that our high constable, S. 
Nevison, cannot tell who they are, or 
whlere to find them, hence the neces- 
sity for a re-organization’ of ‘the 
force at! as early a day as possible. 

Again, ‘there is another, reform: 
which 1 consider is absolutely ne- 
cessary if we wish better arrange- 
ments for the capture of criminals, 
yiz., the substitution of circulars for 
post cards. (ha former are enclos- 
ed in envelopes and the contents 
are not made public; the latter is 
public property aud the contents are 
not only made known to the con- 
stables, to whom they: are sent, but 
to ih postmasters, through whose 
office these cards pass- 

Again, ths days ip which we live 
eall for amore up-t3-late method 
of capturing criminals. No onse 
will deny that the criminals of the 
present day are talented, educates 
men or women, who make! this busi- 
vess a matter of study. They have 
methods known only to themselves, 
and os arule the common con- 
stable—,a farmer or mechanic,—or 
ony other person’ holiding this of- 
fica, is not, nor’ can it be expect- 
ed that he should be successful in 
ferreting out arobberycase, there- 
fore it is an absolute necessity thit 
the county should have a county de 
tective, whose office should be in 
Lindsay and whose whole time should 
be devoted to this work, and he 
should not be a Chief of Police, but 
one who thoroughly understands this 
business. 

The writer is aware that such| a 
person cau be obtained in our coun- 
ty. If this was donc I venture to 
say there would be a saying of 
meney to our county—sufficiently 
Jarge indeed to pay the salary of 
the officer and moreover eyeryone 
would be satisfied, and there would 
be a decrease of crime in our coun- 
ty. There are a number of cases 
which neyer come to light because 
there is no such officer in our midst. 
Many soffer wrongly in our courfty 
just because of this fact. Public 
feeling as well as justice calls for 
a reform! in our present force of 
constables in the county and the ap- 
pointment of a competent man to 
act as aCounty Detective under 
salary. 

We throw out these suggestions

SUGAR BEET ACREAGE. 


The Canvarsers Will Report to the 
Gounty Council Friday. 


Messrs. Wm. Channon and Johns- 
ton Ellis, thie canvassers for sugar 
beet acreage, completed their initial 
series of meetings last Monday eyen- 
Ing, whlen they addressed an andi- 
ence at Fingerboard. 

In the comparatively small section 
of Mariposa and Qps canvassed by 
them they secured contracts for 
750 oeres, and report that the far- 
mers ore commencing to evince’ a 
keen interest In the sugar beet pro- 
position. A report covering the work 
done will be presented to the Coun- 
ty Council at the Friday session, 
and should prove interesting.

A GROWING INDUSTR 


The beet sugar factories of Mich- 
igan have an aggregate capacity 
for handling 6,600 tons of beets 
per day, and during the yenr just 
ended 66,100 acres of beets were 
toxvested, for which the growers 
recelyed $8,107,520. The average 
output of sugar per ton of beets 
at th Michigan factories is 210 lbs, 
which for ths present season 
amounts to 125,496,000 pounds, or 
62,748 tons, or 4,183 carloads of 15 
tons each. This amount would make 
a solld train load of sugar 31.6 miles 
long. ‘This amount Is 75 per cent. 
of Michigan's yearly consumption of 
sugar. Its value at 41-2 cents per 
pound Is $5,617,320. Next year thera 
will ba 17 factorles in thie States, 
and | is expected thant 930,960 tons 
of beets will be produced and con- 
verted into sugar. 

To produc? 8,900,000 tons of beet 
sugar annually would require 600 
plants each haying a dally capac- 
ity of 600 tons of beets. These 
plants would represent the follow- 
ing Investment and annual business: 
Investment in plants, $600,000,000; 
working capital, $50,000,000; acres 
of beets, 3,600,000; valuation of land 
growing the crop, $150,000,090 ; tons 
of beets, 27,000,000; tons of sugar, 
8,000,000; value of beets, $135,000.- 
000; onuval pay roll for labor In 
factories, $42,000,000; tons of coal 
used annually, 5,500,000; tons of 
\imorock used annually, 1,890,000; 
tong of coke used annually. 208,090; 
freight paid railways annually, $27,- 
000,000; annval payment for bags 
and barrels, $6,000,000; farmers’ 
familics ralsing beets, 750,000; men 
employed In factories, 125,000, and 
1,200,000 men employed raising beets 
during tha season.

GALWAY SAY SUFFER.

Not ono girl 
was found unable to pass, while a 
large number of the boys, in al- 
most every Case smokers, were 
foune to be in such! a weak phy- 
sical condition which mada violent 
exercise of any kind extremely, dan- 
gerous. 

Tywerty-2ne out of one hundred 
were found unfit and all but three 
suffered from some form of heart 
trouble. E 

Juvenile smoking seems rather ap- 
proved of then otherwise in’ Austra-

The man who 
is trading on! a name made by prev- 
ious odvertising is just as foollsh.

THE CONDITIGNS ESSENTIAL 
FO SUCOESS 


; As Pointed out by the Organizer of 
the Wiarton Co. 

We take the following from last 
week's Issue of the Monetary Times, 
in the hope thav it will interest our.

(hie nuclend of success Inf their pro- 
positions. This is just what has been 
done at Wiarton’ 

Patting it broadly, tha following 
conditions are absolutely essential to 
success ir tho beet sugar business: 
First, an ample supply of bectsas 
second, ahigh percentta; 
G ent, and high purity of 
1 third, good transportay 
tiou facilities by railway and water; 
fourth, good water supply, easy of 
access; filth, a good factory site; 
sixth a good supply of suitable lime 
tone. 

Of the first, Berlin no doubt is 
assured, and so is Wiarton. Wiar- 
ton now has cnough beets assured to 
make a successful campaign for next 
fall. Of the second, it be bo of in- 
terest to state that in the fall of 
1899 Professor Shuttleworth ana- 
Jyzed the Wiarton beets apd his re- 
port ‘showed Wiarton beetr to have 
the highest sugar content in the 
proyince for ihat season, with a very 
very high purity. The reason’ for 
Wiarton’s exceptionally good show- 
Ing is explained by the presence of 
Lake Huron and Georgian Bay, these 
immense bodies of water equalizing 
the temperature and prolonging 
our season Of sunshine and high tem- 
perature into late fall, thus extend- 
ing our ripening season weeks longer 
(han in the midland counties. 'To- 
day Toronto Bay is frozen’ solid. has 
been for weeks; Colpoy’s bay has not 
been frozen over this winter. At 
Guelph and Palmerston there is a 
foot of snow. At Wiarton there is 
barely enough’ for sleighing as yet.

For this reason, a factory of 
850 tons’ capacity can! handle ap- 
proximately as many beets as a 500_ 
ton factory, in ashorter) run with 
correspondingly less expense, be- 
causa the skilled labor is paid by the 
year. whether they work or not. 

Being situated on! navigable water. 
Qs we are. alJ our coal and coke 
and two-thirde of our beets can be 
broughit in by water. It is estimated 
that steam coal cam be laid down 
in Wiarton’ at a saying of a dollar 
@ ton, and coke of $1.50 per ton, 
over the cost of at most inland 
points. 

Ovr limestone can be put into the 
factory by cable carrier for the 
Cost of quarring, about 25 cents a 
ton; while for most of the factorics 
projected in Ontario the cost will 
be enhanced to $1.50 per ‘ton by 
Ireicht charges. The case with 
wh water can ba placed in’ the 
factory in great quantity is a valu- 
able economic feature at Wiarton, 
It has been estimated that Wiarton's 
Sayings in’ cost of coal, coke and 
limestone will amount to about $100 
a day during operations.
